AGRICULTURAL 
NOTES. 


ESPECIALLY FOR THE RKCORD-UMON.] 


The Citrus Fair a t R iverside. 
Extensive preparations are being made by 
the citizens of Riverside, San Bernardino 
county, for holding a citrus fair at that place, 
commencing the 9th of March next and con­ 
tinuing three days. A similar fair held at 
the same place one year ago was fraught with 
a great deal of good to the whole southern 
section of the State. It not only gave the 
people of that section a better and more cnr_ 
ec idea of the resources of their section, but 
the reports of the fair that were sent abroad 
through the press and private correspondence 
called general attention to that country as a 
favorable locality for the production of citrus 
and nearly all other varieties of fruits. The 
exhibitions at the fair at that time were 
mostly from the counties of San Bernardino, 
Los Angeles and San Diego, but as a 
whole the exhibition was a magnificent one, 
and did great credit to the people making it 
and great good to the localities contributing 
to it. No other State in the Union could 
have made so fall and so valuable an exhibi­ 
tion of semi-tropic fruits as was made one 
year ago at Rivereide. At that fair were 
also read many valuable papers on the special 
and general subjects of tropical fruit-culture, 
and the reading of these papers was followed 
by practical suggestions aud the statement or 
valuable experiences by those engaged in the 
culture of the various fruits on exhibition. 
These papers and discussions were published 
in the local papers and the transactions of 
the State Agricultural Society for Iasi year, 
and have gone forth to the world, and the 
southern countieB are teceiving great benefits 
from such publications in the way of large 
additions to their population, and of a largely 
increasing investment of capital in lauds and 
citru". orchards. The fact that but so few 
counties and localities in the State were rep­ 
resented at the fair last year, gave to the out­ 
side world a very erroneous impression as to 
the climate of the balance of the State—an 
impression which the State can hardly afford 
to allow longer to go uncorrected. This im­ 
pression is to the effect that outside of these 
southern counties citru3 fruits cannot be 
raised in the State on account of climatic 
conditions. This impression i.s most decidedly 
erroneous, and not only erroneous but unfairly 
damaging. The fact is that the best of oranges 
are being raised in almost every county 
in the State south of Triuity and Siskiyou; 
not raised, it is true, in so great abundance 
as they are in Los Angeles, San Bernardino 
and San Diego, but in sufficient quantities to 
show that the climatic conditions are not 
lacking. Indeed Sacramento, Yolo, Solano, 
Sonoma, Placer, El Dorado, Amador Yul.a 
and all the San Jor quin valley counties are 
better adapted to orauge culture than are the 
most favorable localities in Georgia, Florida 
or Louisiana, and yet in the face of this fact 
the impression is being carried abroad all 
over the world by this citrus fair at River­ 
side that the three southern counties embrace 
the whole citrus belt of the St-te. It is 
high time 
that 
this 
false 
impression 
should be corrected. Certainly it should 
not be allowed to be strengthened by 
a repetition of the causes 
that 
have 
produced it from year to year. The cause 
that is producing and that will strengthen 
this erroneous impression is the citrus fair 
at Riverside. Let it be understood that we 
have no quarrel with the people in the south­ 
ern part of the Scase for holding these f us 
aud attracting the attention of the world to 
the many advantages which their section pre­ 
sents to the settler and cultivator and or- 
chardists in it. On the contrary, we will 
help them on in their grand and good enter­ 
prise. We will help them to publish to the 
world their grand triumphs iu converting the 
brown aud apparently barren places into gar­ 
dens and orchards and vineyards. We will 
help them to attract immigrants— 
“ T here w here th e orange blossom s along th e way, 
M aking a b ridal oí th e fru ited year ; 
T here w here rose blossom s d rift from May to May, 
A nd spread th e ir od’rous richness far and n ear ; 
T here w nere th e h arvests, alw ays rich and full, 
Because n u n ’s labor b reaks th e need of rain ; 
T ítere w here h e sw eetly sleeps an n d th e lull 
T h a t com es from the ru stlin g of th e golden grain ” 
But while we will thus help to publish to 
the world the fact that iu Los Angeles, San 
Bernardino and San Diego the orange and 
the lemon, the banana and the pine apple 
are almost a3 much at home a3 they are in 
the isles of the East or West Indies, we 
insist upon publishing alongside of these 
facts the additional truth that throughout 
the whole interior of the State there aye 
many and extensive sections almost if not 
quite as much entitled to he known as citrus 
belts as are any portions of these counties, 
and we now cad upon the people of the in­ 
terior to prove that the position we take in 
this 
connection ¡3 
capable of 
demon­ 
stration. 
Let 
the 
citizens 
of 
Sac­ 
ramento, 
of 
Marysville, 
of 
Chico, 
of Auburn, of Folsom, of Lincoln, of Blaeer 
ville, of Stockton, of Sonoma, of Martinez, 
and many other cities and towns we can 
name, whp have at this time orange trees in 
their yards groaning under the weight of 
luscious goldi n fruit, 6ave each a few 
samples of 
this 
fruit till the 1st of 
March 
next, 
and 
then 
pack 
these 
samples carefully and forward them, prop­ 
erly labeled with name of grower and name 
of place where grown, to Riverside, to be put 
on exhibition at the citrus fair to Ire opened 
there on the 9th of that month. We call 
upon nurserymen who are interested in the 
introduction of citrus fruit-euiture in the in­ 
terior sections of the State to interest them­ 
selves iu this matter. Let them take pains to 
gather these samples, and have them exhibited 
and tested by the side of the fruits of the 
south. 
Let oranges from Bidwell’s bar, 
Butte county, he placed on plates side by side 
with the oranges from the National ranch, 
Saa Diego county; let oranges from Marys­ 
ville oe placed by the side of oranges grown 
in Riverside, aud oran.ei from the City of the 
Plains shown by the side of oranges from the 
City of the An _e!s. Suppose we are beaten 
in the exhibition; suppose the fruits of the 
funny south are decide-' t-> he larger and mote 
delicately grained and flavored than those of 
the rigorous north ; still we will have proven 
by the exhibition that the citrus belt of Cali­ 
fornia is not confined to two or three or half 
a dozen counties, but extends all over the 
State. 
The same newspaper reports and 
the 
same 
official 
reports 
that 
show 
the fruit gr -wn in the one to have been on 
exhibition will show those from all the othet 
sections te have betn there also, and the false 
and erroneous impressions to which we have 
alluded will be corrected wherever these re­ 
ports may be circulated. Let U3 then take 
hold with our southern people and enlarge 
the sphere of usefulness by enlarging the 
scope and patronage of the Riverside Citrus 
Fair. 
______ 


Wheat and Interest. 
There is now a very large bulk of wheat iu 
the various warehouses throughout the State 
waiting more favorable prices and mere rea­ 
sonable freights. 
While most of this wheat 
is nominally in the hands and ownership of 
the producers, largo sums of money have 
been borrowed on it by these producers, aud 
while they are waiting for better prices the 
interest money is gradually, but surely and 
constantly, adding • to the cost of the grain. 
Thu3 the farmers are paying out money all 
the time upon a bare hope of getting it back 
by the advance in the price of wheat or the 
decrease in the freights to market. They are 
submitting to a certain less in the hope to 
secure a very uncertain, and may be, 
improbable gain. 
But this is not the 
worst feature of the present situation. 
The conditions of the loans are all in favor of 
the loaners and against the borrowers. The 
farmers have given what are called iron-clad 
note3 for the money borrowed, and have 
turned over the warehouse receipts as secur­ 
ity, and have entered into agreements that 
whenever the money loaned becomes so large 
by the accumulation of interest, or the value 
of the grain becomes so small by the fall of 
prices hat the wheat is not likely upon a 
sale to more than pay the debt, then the loan­ 
ers may sell the grain at private or public 
sale, pay themselves and all costs, and return 
whatever balance there may be, if any, to the 
farmers. To render the situation still worse, 


the time for the assessment of property for 
State and county taxes is rapidly approach­ 
ing, and the money-loaners are naturally 
becoming alarmed at the prospect of the scru­ 
tinizing questions of the Assessors. The ques­ 
tion as to whether the borrowers or the loan­ 
ers shall pay the taxes is becoming of pressing 
interest; but, unfortunately for the b 1 
rowers, while the general equities in the 
case are with them, they have practi­ 
cally given 
away all equities by the 
conditions they have entered into in nego­ 
tiating the loans. 
As long as matters 
stand as they arc the Assessors will find the 
money on the 1st day of March, and some­ 
body will have to pay taxes on it. 1 he notes 
being ail on demand, farmers will have pre 
sented to them the alternative of quietly pay­ 
ing the taxes on the money and on the wheat 
as well, or have their wheat forced upon the 
market, which is already depressed and sure 
to lie i it-pressed much more by a general move 
to ceil in all the wheat loans throughout the 
State, which is sure to he followed by a gen­ 
eral tale of the pledged wheat. This situa­ 
tion is giving rise to the question as to 
whether the wheat on hand may not under 
the Constitution be placed in the category of 
growing crons, and therefore be exempt from 
taxation. These crops are certainly growing 
iu one way—they are growing constantly le-s 
and less valuable to the producers—but we 
doubt if this is the sense contemplated in the 
Constitution as the sense that should entitle 
them to exemntion from taxation. 


Peach Culture. 
There is no fiuit more ea- i'y produced than 
the peach. You have but to plant the pit .in 
the winter or fall, allow the seedling to grow 
one summer and hud the stem iu the fall, and 
the next spring, after the bud start.-, cut ctf the 
natur .1 top and allow the bud to grow. The 
second year from the bud, if well taken care 
of, the tree will blossom and produce a few 
peaehe3. The third year quite a crop may 
be counted on, and the fourth year a full crop. 
This was the way peach orchards were grown 
and came into bearing in the early days of 
California. The peaches of 1854 5 and the 
few succeeding years, not only astonished 
those who produced them, but they aston­ 
ished everybody who saw them. 
Beaches 
were the first fruit raised to any extent until 
about 1S58, when pears, apples, apricots 
and 
nectarines 
began 
to make 
their 
appearance. They were in those early days 
not only our first but our best fruit. Not­ 
withstanding the ease with which the tree is 
raised and the early-bearing nature of the 
trees, and notwithstanding there has not yet 
appeared in the State any insect that injures 
the tree or destroys the fruit, such ha» been 
the genera! negbct of this luscious fruit that 
we almost had no peaches in the market dur- 
iug the last season. There is no good reason 
for this neglect of so good and universaliy- 
acceptable a fruit. If we desired to embark 
in fruit culture at almost any point m Cali­ 
fornia there is no fruit we would plant so 
heavily of as the peach. We believe there is 
more money in peaches for the next ten to 
fifteen years in this State than in any other 
one fruit. Of course the peach is like ail 
other kinds of fruit—that is, very much de­ 
pends on the selection of the varieties, aud 
very much also upon the character of the soil 
and upon the care given to the trees. F--r 
profit, the vei-y early and the very late vari­ 
eties are doubtless the best, for the best 
prices will be secured for those that ripen at 
such times as there are but comparatively few 
in the market. 
For preserving or can­ 
ning, the white pulp peaches are pref­ 
erable, and although the free stones art- 
more iikeiy to find a general demand and 
large consumption, we confess a lilting to 
some of the best varieties of clings, either for 
eating or preserving in sugar or cans. The 
best soil for peaches is a warm and rather 
sandy loam. 
It must be weli drained so that 
the feet or lower roots will be perfectly free 
from water i.r stagnant moisiure. With good 
drainage from be' iw the peach tree will do 
well with a considerable water, especially 
when the fruit is nearly grown ; but without 
good drainage the application of water in ex­ 
cess a ill do go greater injury to the peach 
than to most any other fruit. The peach tree 
needs a great deal of pruning and cutting 
back in this State to prevent over-be trir.g, 
and to keep up a new and vigorous growth of 
healthy bearing wood. The tree, if all: wed 
to grow when in a state of nature, is very 
short-lived, but with good care to keep the 
process of renewal going constantly on, it is 
as long-lived as most other fiuit trees. We see 
no reason why we cannot produce just as 
good peaches as iu the early days of the State, 
but that we d-> not is certain, and that we do 
not is most certainly attributable to neglect, 
and not to any change of climate, soil, or any 
other natural causes.

R E L IC 
O F 
M E X IC A N 
R U L E . 


The following is. from the San Diego 
Union of January 9th : 
J. C. Hayes (son of the late Hun. Benja­ 
min Hayes, to whom in past years the 
Union has frequently acknowedged its in­ 
debtedness for items of local history), com­ 
municates the following interesting account 
of E! Jupiter, the old brass cannon recently 
bursted : This piece of Spanish ordnance 
has its history. 
It was brought up from 
the old harbor fortifications at Ballast 
Point to old San Diego in 1837, for the pro­ 
tection of the people oí the pueblo. 
At 
that time all the soldiers at the Presidio 
had left tor Los Angeles, a “ revolution” 
being in progress. 
After 1846 it was pop­ 
ularly known as “ Canon de Don Miguel,” 
owing to the fact that Don Miguel de Pre- 
drorena, Sr., stowed it away to prevent it 
being thrown into the tloughs when the 
American forces entered the town in that 
year. 
In 1S47, when Commodore Stockton 
returned from the capture of Los Angeles, 
he ordered the dismantling of the fortifica­ 
tions he had previously thrown up on 
“ Stockton Hill, ’ and that all the cannon 
in Sau Diego should be thrown into the 
sea. 
Accordingly the cannon on the hill 
were brought down, and. with “ Jupiter,” 
were on the road to La Playa, when Philip 
Crostwaite, who was at that time Second 
Alcalde, went on the part of the pueblo to 
the Commodore and represented the neces­ 
sity for keeping that piece in the town, to 
fire salutes, and also in case of any rising 
of the Indians, of which there was always 
more or less apprehension. 
Commodore 
Stockton readily granted this request of 
the people, so this venerable relic hap­ 
pened to remain. 
It was mounted thirty- 
four years ago upon the carriage on which 
it rested when it burst, by the carpenter of 
the frigate Congress, who made the pon­ 
derous wheels from ■ - k timlier on the ship. 
“ El Jupiter” was c a t in Manila iu 1833, 
which date it bears. 
Its companion pieces 
of ordnance w ere, by order of the Commo­ 
dore, a3 above stated, thrown into the 
deepest waters of the bay. 
[Perhaps, if it 
were thought worth while, one or more of 
them could now he recovered ]

INT: LLIGENCE. 


A hundred of the French Jesuits have 
appeared iu Constantinople. 
Missionaries are said to be overwhelmed 
with gifts of patent medicines for the 
heathen. 
• 
The Congregational Church in Salt Lake 
City, Utah, recently received 55 persons to 
membership, of whom 50 united on con­ 
fessions’of faith. 
Canon Basil Wilberforce, son of Bishop 
Wiiberforce, is delivering a series of lect­ 
ures against the doctrine of everlasting 
punishment. 
He opposes annihilation in 
the fourth lecture. 
The Free Presbytery of Glasgow, after 
a long discussion, has voted not to condemn 
the action of the commission of the As­ 
sembly suspending Professor Robertson 
Smith. 
The vote was 96 to 50. 
President E. G. Robinson, of Brown Uni­ 
versity, delivered the second of the course 
of Monday lectures, in Boston, on the re­ 
lation of modern science and popular 
religion. 
It is reported that the statistics of the 
Reformed Church show a greater addition 
to its membership during the past year 
than in any preceding one, not excepting 
the year of its organization. 
Dr. John McIntosh, of Ireland, has a 
call to the Second Presbyterian Church iu 
Philadelphia at a salary of §8,000, and still 
another to a church in Scotland. 
Two Catholic missionaries, the 
Rev. 
Messrs. Desribes and Merlini, are in this 
country to raise money for their missions 
among the Hottentots, and in Dahomey, 
described as the most difficult mission fields 
in the world. 
The Metropolitan of Canada, the Bishop 
of Nova Scotia, the Bishop of Tasmania 
and Bishop Jenner are said to have sided 
with the Ritualists against the decision of 
the Privy Council under which Mr. Dale 
languishes in prison. 
Not all the civil officers in Russia are 
unfriendly to the Jews. The new Governor 
of Kowno, on assuming office, sent for the 
Tabbi of the Jewish congregation, assured 
him of his good-will and gave him a sum 
of money for charitable purposes. 
The new American church in Paris will 
be situated on the Avenue de l’Alma, and 
will be built under the supervision of Mr. 
George E. .Street, an English- architect. 
The building will be of the early decorated 
Gothic order, and will seat 1,000 people. 
It is said that the Rev. J. P. Crawford, 
missionary of the Southern Baptist Board j 
of Fung Chow, China, has recently discov­ 
ered there two genealogical tables which 
he identifies with the “ generations of 
Adam” and the “ generations of the sons 
of Noah.” 
One of the features of the English Church 
Times, organ of the Ritualists, is its free 
criticisms of the Bishops. 
As it remarks 
in a recent issue, the only argument 
against the episcopacy is “ the actual 
Bishops,” against a number of whom it 
accordingly proceeds to speak with great 
severity. 
Sir Francis Lycett, who died recently, 
was a Wesleyan and wa3 very liberal in 
gifts to his denomination. 
He left a for­ 
tune of §1,550 000, »f which §115,000 goes 
to aid in building Wesleyan churche3, 
and after the death of his widow most of 
the rest of his property will be appropri­ 
ated to the same object. 
The Christian Observer, of Louisville, 
complains that in the revision of the “ Di­ 
rectory of Worship” by the Southern 
Presbyterian Church fasting ha3 been abol­ 
ished. 
It is “ entirely excluded, as if not 
a part of the worship of God.” The book 
as revised also recognizes only ecclesiasti­ 
cally appointed thanksgiving days. 


A chest of old drawings lately discov­ 
ered in Yorkshire has been the source of a 
valuable addition to the British Depart­ 
ment of Prints. 
There are a fine specimen 
of Filippius L’ppi, a sketch in red chalk, 
attributed to Michael Angelo, two water- 
color drawings by Cnijp, and a spirited pen 
and ink sketch by Wouvermanj. 


TEE HOUSEHOLD. 


B a k e d 
M a c a r o n i w i t h 
T o m a t o e s . — 
Take a pound ot macaroni (the small, about 
the size of a pipe-stem, is preferable), break 
it only in lengths sufficient for a large pot, 
the larger the better; half fill the pot with 
salte! water, a tablespoouful of salt to two 
quarts of water ; let it come to a full boil 
before putting the macaroni in ; let it boil 
rapidly for twenty minutes, then drain the 
macaroni in the colander, pour plenty cold 
water over it, and put it in a bowl of 
slightly salted cold water to stand till 
ready for use; stew a can of tomatoes with 
half a pint of water, a w hole onion stuck 
with four or five cloves, an ounce of good 
drippings, a teaspoonful of salt, as much 
white pepper as you can rake on the end 
of a table-knife, aud as much cayenne as you 
can take on the blade of a pocket-knife ; let 
it stew steadily fortwo hours ; then thicken 
with a tablespoonful of ba ter and a heap­ 
ing teaspoon! ul of flour creamed together; 
stir iu the tomatoes for five minutes, and 
rub through the colander with the potato- 
masher ; then have a quarter of a pound of 
grated cheese, ham or tongue ; put your 
macaroni in layara in the baking dish it is 
to be served in, stewing each layer with the 
cheese or meat, letting the macaroni come 
on top ; then pour the stewed tomatoes 
over the whole, with a few small pieces of 
butter ; bake for half an hour. 


W e d d i n g SuprER.—A very pretty wed­ 
ding supper can be gotten up without much 
expense. 
The two ornamental cakes, one 
at each end of the table, can be supple­ 
mented with chocolate aud cocoa layer 
cakes, chicken salad aud ham croquettes 
at the side,with wine jellies, pickles, sweet 
and plain biscuits, charlotte rusre and bas­ 
kets of sandwiches, hot coffee served with 
escalloped oysters. 
The last thing pro­ 
duced is the creain in bricks or pyramids, 
or whatever mold fashion dictates, with 
wines or iced drinks. 
The table drapery 
should be spotless white, aud small orna­ 
mental shapes of (lowers should be placed 
at each corner, with a standard in the cen­ 
ter, which may be made of several fruit 
dishes placed one above the other and dec­ 
orated w ith trailing vines. 
These may be 
set in the center of an oval looking-glass, 
the frame of which is concealed by pond 
lilies or water verdure. 
At this season 
mottoes iu green may be arranged on the 
ends and sides of the tablecloth. 
No one 
need bewail the want of a menu, the most 
homelike and elegant spreads dispensing 
with this fashion of the table d'hote en­ 
tirely. 
A small explosive kiss or sugar 
torpedo with a motto can be folded with 
every napkin to add to the merriment of 
the occasion, as some of the couplets are 
exceedingly apropos. 


O x - t a i l S o u p .—Take three ox-tails and 
cut them through the joints; wash care­ 
fully and dry with a tow el; heat two 
ounces of clarified drippings aud brown the 
ox-tails with a finely chopped onion ; then 
add a heaping tablespoonful of flour, rubbed 
gradually in through the sifter aud brown­ 
ed ; string to keep it smooth ; put the ox­ 
tail, onion and browned flour with three 
quarts of cold water iu your soup-pot: a 
carrot cut in inch slices ; a turnip cut in 
the same way ; two or three pieces of celery 
cut up ; four bay leaves ; the same of sage, 
and a sprig of thyme : half-dozen allspice, 
four cloves, a tablespoonful of salt, a pinch 
of Cayenne pepper, and half a tablespoon­ 
ful of white pepper ; let it come to a boil, 
then put the pot back, covering it, on the 
stove to simmer steadily for three hours. 
Just before serving add a tablespoonful of 
tineiy chopped parsley, and take out the 
herbs and spices. 
If the soup is not a good 
brown, add a teaspoonful of caramel. 
For 
the caramel, make four or five lump3 of 
sugar into very dark candy, but do not 
burn, then dissolve the candy in half a 
pint of hot water ; this coloring will keep 
all winter. 


F o r C h a w e d H a n d s .—A good prepara­ 
tion for chapped hands is composed of 
quince seeds and whisky. 
There is no 
rule as to proportion. 
Put the seeds in a 
bottle, and pour in enough whisky to cover 
them. 
As this thickens, add more whisky’, 
until it is of the right consistency. 
This 
healing preparation is far superior to gly­ 
cerine, as it dries oft', and leaves a most 
agreeable odor. 
Try it, and you will never 
want to be without such a valuable addi­ 
tion to your toilet necessities. 


C h e a p I n d i a n P u d d i n g . — Stir gradu­ 
ally half a pmt of Indian meal to a quart 
of boiling milk or water ; add a teaspoon­ 
ful of salt and one of ginger, a teacupful 
of chopped suet or half as much butter, 
half a nutmeg grated, one egg, a teacupful 
of sugar or molasses ; bake two hours.

How Some Strange M onsters W ere Pro­ 
duced—Serpents 100 F eet Long and 
Gorillas 15 F eet High. 


AST NO’ES. 


Cincinnati is considering the articles of 
incorporation of a museum association, and 
awaiting a report from a Committee on Site. 
Kenard Booth, a graduate of the Yale 
School of Fine Arts, has established him­ 
self in Cincinnati as a portraitist iu cray­ 
ons. 
Eirnest Michel, a “ grand Prix 
de 
Borne,” who received the Legion of Honor 
last year, has redecorated the ceiling of the 
Grand Theatre de Montpellier. 
The sub­ 
jects illustrate the customs of the locality, 
and represent “ La Danse des Trefiles,” 
“ La Danse du E’hevalet,” 
and “ Les 
Joueurs de Mail.” 
The statue to Stonew’all JacksonforNew 
Orleans is nine feet high. The figure stands 
in an easy position, grasping a field-glass 
iu the left hand ; the dress is rather negli­ 
gent ; the head is covered by the old Con­ 
fedérate kepi. 
The statue will surmount 
the monument over the tomb of the Asso­ 
ciation of the Louisiana Division of the 
Army’ of Northern Virginia iu Metairie 
Cemetery’. 
Even the Turks are becoming artists 
and holding exhibitions. At a recent ex­ 
hibition of paintings in Coustautinople 
two Turks bad pieces. 
One was the 
Princess Nazlu Hanum, the other Ahmed 
Bev, an ex student of Paris, who occupies 
the position of historical painter to the 
Court of the Sultan. 
Greeks, Armenians 
and Levantines contributed most of the 
pictures. 
The Springfield Republican does not 
share the wholesale admiration for the 
work of Walter Shirlaw which has over­ 
taken the critics ami artists of Boston. 
“ Mr. Shirlaw is, indeed, little more than 
a strong figure-sketcfier ; his paintings are 
studiously devoid of positive color and as 
little as may be beyond black and white. 
He deviates chiefly into the reds and 
browns.” Any artist might feel flattered 
at the earnestness of discussion which Mr. 
Shirlaw’s pictures evoke. 
Baltimore has dropped for the present 
the plan of erecting a memorial shaft, and 
contents herself with the manuscript of a 
memorial volume, the literary portion of 
which is intrusted to Edward Spencer, of 
the Sun. 
According to present designs the 
volume will cost about §7,000, and as the 
Municipal Spsqui-Centennial 
C >mmittee 
have only §1,500 in bank, and the monu­ 
ment would cost §4,000, it has been con­ 
cluded to let the project of a shaft go by 
default. 
To complete the memorial vol­ 
ume the city will be asked to furnish the 
additional §5 500. 
The famous Marquis Campana, whose 
history is one of the romances of modern 
times, died recently’ in Rome. 
Born of a 
noble family and endowed with talents 
equal to his wealth, he soon became and 
for a long time remained the richest and 
most noted connoisseur of antiqnities in 
the world. 
The great Campana Museum 
at Rome was founded by’ him, in addition 
to his own immense collections, and many 
of the most renowned works of ancient art 
are in some way connected with his name. 
In the very middle of his splendid career 
he was accused, whether ju3tly or unjustly 
is not knowD, of apprc printing Government 
funds, 
wa3 hurriedly condemned and 
thrown into prison, where he remained for 
many year», comforted only by bis faithful 
wife, while his possessions were confis­ 
cated and his treasures scattered. 
Emerg­ 
ing at last from confinement, a few years 
ago, he was received back aS a master in 
the arctueological world, and until his 
death retained his eminent position. 


The New York Sun's utility man has 
brought to the light of day a manufacturer 
in a line not generally known to the com­ 
mercial world. 
We reproduce his story 
for the edification of the R e c o r d - U n i o n ’s 
readers, and as a rare good example of the 
skill of the New York reporter : 
When Iloome, the taxidermist, was liv­ 
ing, his sign, “ Mermaids made and re­ 
paired,” hung upon an old-fashioned house 
in Carmine sireet. 
Another sign in a win­ 
dow, flunked by a dissipated looking peli­ 
can anil a wide-mouthed alligator, informed 
the public that the dweller therein was a 
consulting naturalist, a scientific expert, 
and dealer in curiosities of all kinds. 
Mr. 
Roome was a little man with a glass ey e, 
and a wonderful nose that seemed to be in 
mortal terror of the eye, aud was doing its 
best to keep out of sight. “ It was jammed 
away over to starboard,” was the subse­ 
quent explanation. 
Animals of all kinds 
and quantities were inside. 
On a series of 
shelves were piled birds from all climes, 
sandwiched iu with cats with hair on end, 
rattlesuakts coiled ready to strike, mon­ 
keys gra ping at imaginary limbs, aud nu­ 
merous other creatures. 
A small bookcase 
containing sevtrai works on natural his­ 
tory ; a work table, on which was laid out 
in much state a defunct monkey, aud sev­ 
eral chairs completed the furniture. 
He 
was an old sailor, had lost an eye in the 
East, several fingers in Mobile bay. and 
nearly parted with his head in Cuba. Final­ 
ly, after wandering all over the world, he 
opened a curiosity shop, and being himself 
a part and parcel of his stock, lie succeeded 
well. 
To a reporter who called one day 
he sai l : 
“ Yes, this is a queer sort of business. 
You might think, now, that a man would 
get gloomy working over these bodies, but 
it never seems to me as if they are dead. 
I soon have them alive again, leastwise as 
regards looks. 
Some of tuem old monkey’s 
I wouldn’t part with for love or money ; 
they’re just like old friends.” 
“ Wno buys such things ?” 
“ Well, 1 have my regular customeis. 
Ladies have a good deal doue in the way 
of stuffing canaries and pet dogs ami cats, 
and they come in here weepin’ so y’ou’d 
think it was a child. 
Bat it pays, as I 
make it a rule to charge accordin’ to the 
grief, not to take advantage of ’em. 
When the grief is great they always bring 
photographs and want me to give the dog 
the very look he had when alive, so you see 
a taxidermist has to be a sort of sculptor. 
If I hits il exactly they wery’ often insist 
on makin’ me a present. 
Another class of 
customers is a few gentlemen who collect 
birds, aud they’ don’t want anything ex­ 
cept it’s new and rare. 
I have a good 
trade in bird’s nests. 
A good many boys 
go in for th a t; but the best of the busi­ 
ness, that is, the most money, comes in 
the show business. All they want is some­ 
thing startling, and they always pay for 
i t ; hut trade aiu’t what it was twenty 
years 
ago. 
Here’s 
an old order I 
liad 
from 
a 
man 
in 
California, 
a 
sea 
serpent, 
to 
be 
one 
hun­ 
dred feet long, four feet in diameter at 
largest part, and to be in sections and have 
an authentic history. That was for a big 
side-show man, and, as the man’s dead, I 
suppose he won’t object to my giving it 
away. 
He didn’t put no limit on me, so, 
as it was my first order, I thought I'd 
make my own reputation and his fortune 
at the same time, and I came pretty nea 
doing it. 
At that time there was a big 
shark fishery on the Tybee river. 
So 1 
sent down a pieae of shark skin about a 
foot square, and offered a cent apiece for 
all I could get of the same size, and as they 
threw' the skins away I soon got all I 
wanted. 
I made the frame out of wood, 
and covered it with canvass, and then 
softened the sharks’ skins and put them on, 
overlapping each other like scales ; the 
jaws was modeled after an alligator’s, only 
ten times as big, and in them I put whale’s 
teeth. 
The inside of the mouth was lined 
with fish skin aud painted red, and when 
it was done you couldn’t find a place that 
wasn’t natural. 
The man gave me §ll)0 
more than I asked, and shipped it west. 1 
made the jaws so they would lift, and he 
used to show it with a young girl standing 
iu its mouth. 
He fooled everybody and 
made lots offmoney. 
I once made a whale. 
It was on the balloon principle. Every night 
they filled it with gas, and after the show 
drew it off ; but one night, when the shouter 
was explaining it, the people commenced to 
smell gas, and some one yelled ‘ there she 
blows,’ and sure enough the great mass was 
settling, aud in five minutes it was flat on 
the floor. 
A rival circus mau iu the town 
had hired some one to out it. 
I made 
gorillas fifteen feet high for a South Caro­ 
lina showman. 
It took six black-bear 
skins to make each one. and they had alli­ 
gator teeth and real man-skin faces, taken 
from bodies by a young student friend of 
mine. 
He put me up to the dodge. When 
the gorillas were exhibited a scientific pro­ 
fessor said one night before a crowd that he 
didn’t believe they were gorillas, and that 
the faces showed that they were nothing 
but leather. 
The showman offered to bet 
him §100 that they were, aud asked him if 
he could tell the difference between com­ 
mon leather and the skin of an animal next 
to man. 
He said he could, and the show­ 
man offered to let three doctors examine it. 
They went to work with microscopes, and 
found that the pores were almost exactly 
lil^e those of a man, and that se'tled it in 
the minds of the people. 
Of course the 
showmen knew what they weie ; and I cot 
a good many’ orders on them at §200 a 
piece; but there ain’t any demand for them 
now. 
You can’t fool the people with old 
things.” 
“*I see yon have a sign outside relating 
to mermaids ?” 
“ Yes ; I sell one once in a while, and 
have two or three orders for South America 
now,” he said, as he pulled atide a curtain 
and showed in glass eases some rnummin ni 
sirens. 
“ Twenty years ago I sold one 
like this,” fondling one in his hands, “ for 
§1,500, and they were cheap at that, 
takes almost a lifetime to make 
have it so as to stand examination,

M. de Quatrefages thinks that man prob­ 
ably existed in Portugal in the tertiary 
epoch. 
The town of Hull, England, is to have 
its street lighted by the Siemens system of 
electric illumination. 
The best weeds from which to make the 
ashes for the extraction of iodine are said 
by Dr. Tniereelin to be two varieties of 
the Fucus iligitalus. He has abo succeeded 
iu obtaining from the plant 3 per cent, of 
iodine. 
During the course o? botany thi3 winter 
at Salpetriere, M. Charcot is to produce 
new instances of cases like those troubles 
regarded in the Dark Ages as caused by 
demoniacal ageucy or cured by witchcraft. 
The corrosion of iron iu boilere is due, 
for the most part, according to M. Lodin, 
to the absorption by’ the iron of the oxygen 
in the water, and but slightly by the ab­ 
sorption of oxygen sat free by the decom­ 
position of the water. 
Malleable iron is said by’ Forguignon to 
be intermediate between steel aud gray 
pig-iron, differing trom the latter by the 
special nature of its amorphous graphite 
and its greater tenacity, and from steel by 
its small elongations aud it3 large propor­ 
tion of graphite.

ROCHEFORT'S STORY. 
The 
Voltaire appeared in the morning, 
and that evening at seven o’clock Roche­ 
fort arrived at the office of the journal in 
a great state of excitement. H e demanded 
to know who had written those falsehoods, 
but the director refused to disclose the real 
name of “ H istoricus.” 
After a while Mr. 
Rochefort became calm and commenced 
a 
long 
and 
diffused 
pleading : 
he 
said it was a shatne, for he had never 
made the first step towards obtaining a 
modification of the accusations brought 
against him, and a proof of the fact was 
that he had been condemned to be exe­ 
cuted. 
Ho said that he had been assured 
that the President of the Council of War 
had called attention to the fact that the 
article by virtue of which he had been con­ 
demned." had been amended, and that a 
political crime could be punished only by 
transportation. 
H e continued: 
“ I re­ 
mained four months in prison without 
knowing what fate was in reserve for me. 
It was only the night before they came 


into m y cell to read the articles of the 
code to me by virtue of which I was pros­ 
ecuted, and the death penalty was very 
clearly indicated. 
I have been imprisoned 
three years and have been transported, but 
there is one thing which I have always de­ 
sired above everything, and which I care for 
above everything else, that is to preserve 
my dignity. I care nothing for popularity 
and have never sought it ; it has come to 
me, and I have always avoided every kind 
of 
demonstration. 
All that is in that 
article is inexact ; I never took the first 
steps in my behalf.” 
The director of the 
Voltaire here ob­ 
served that it was not said he had person­ 
ally taken any step in the affair, but that 
intercession had been mane for him, of 
which he was not ignorant. 
“ That is not s o , ” answered Roohefort, 
“ I am too careful of my dignity to have 
authorized those steps. 1 even forbade my 
friends to make any. My sisters, and m y 
daughter, who was then but 13 years old, 
were very uneasy. 
I learned that my sis­ 
ters wished to mi ree-te in my behalf, and 
1 wrote them a L tier, whicU must now 
cxi-i, that if they took the first step in the 
matter, I would never see them again. 
I 
did not know Air. Alfred Joly when he 
took charge oi my defense, and there was 
was but 2ii 
years of age. 
It was a fine opportunity 
tor him, for 't is to my case he owes his 
political fortune and election to the Cham­ 
ber. 
There were many others who would 
have undertaken my defense. 
Gatineau 
for instance, who is a good fellow, although 
Opportunist. 
I did not take Lrichaud lor 
my lawyer, and I never saw’ him hut once, 
and that accidentally during n>y imprison­ 
ment. 
I have known Lachaud for a long 
rime ; he is a g< ■ .1 fellow, although Bona, 
partist. 
He pleaded for me once in a duel 
affair, at a time he bad not y et become a 
R-mapa- tist. 
He came to the prison to see 
Courbet, w hom he was to defend, when 
he perceived me at my cell-window. 
‘ Oh, 
ho! 
Rochefort!’ 
he cried. 
‘Ah, well, 
brigand, you are in pretty sheets ; you are 
going to pass the first, and you will surely 
be condemned to death if some one does not 
look after you. 
W ho is your lawyer?’ 
I answered that I did not have any, and 
he proposed to find me one. 
It was the 
chaplain of the prison at Versailles who 
was the first to speak to me of Albert 
Joly. 
H e told me that he knew a young 
law ver who lived in the same house as 
himself, on Moutbauron Btreet, and that he 
very much desired to defend me. 
It was 
then he took my affair in hand. 
I never 
charged, him with any intercession in my 
behalf, and I can even say that he pleaded 
very poorly. 
I owed no gratitude to A l­ 
bert Joly. 
I paid him, and he even 
BEHAVED VERY BADLY 
Toward me. 
Oa entering prison I gave 
eight thousand francs in charge of the Re­ 
corder ; I afterward gave tw o thousand for 
Joly and Lachaud, who had given me a 
consultation. 
Lachaud 
refused 
that 
money, and I know that Joly kept it. 
lie 
had in fact a very bad reputation in the 
colony. 
More than thirty of the deportes 
informed me that he always asked money 
in advance before he would take charge of 
an affair ; that he took all he could get— 
fifty or a hundred francs—and that women 
had been obliged to sell their underclothes 
and mattresses in order to pay him .” 
“ That is probably w h y,” observed the 
director, “ he died so rich.” 
Now, Albert 
Joly, w’hen he died, was anything but rich. 
“ I took so few sieps,” continued Roche­ 
fort, “ in my behalf that I would not 
even take advantage of the offers of Victor 
Hugo. 
He came to see me, and I could 
not prevent his interceding in m y favor. 
He asked for and obtained permission to 
nave inu takeu to Fort S-iinte Marguerite, 
where later Bazaine was imprisoned, ana 
the masons bad already commenced the 
reparations. 
W hen I learned that I wro 
to the Prime Minister to say to Hi in that 
would accept no favor, that I liad be 
condemned to deportation, and that ® 
wished to go to Fort Bayard with the re® 
of the condemned. 
A t F o r t' Bayard 
found m yself with about eighty Arabs, 
who had been condemned for participation 
in the insurrection of I s f l, provoked by 
the officers, who wished to suppress an in ­ 
surrection, so as to prove that military 
government was 
necessary in 
Algiers. 
Among those Arab3 there were some dis­ 
tinguished men, chiefs aud marabouts, who 
suffered a great deal, and they died off like 
flies. 
I wrote to my friend Edmond Adam 
to ask him to intercede for them. 
Mine. 
Adam can fell you such is true. 
Edmond 
Adam, w ho often saw Mr. Tniers, informed 
him while dining with him of what I had 
w ritten him, and Mr. Thiers, who occupied 
himself a great deal about me, said to 
him : ‘ Tell Rochefort to write to m e.’ On 
receiving Adam’s letter I took up my pen. 
but I had not written tiiree lines when I 
tore the letter up. 
I could not decide 
on calling Thiers Monsieur le President, 
and of giving him the assurance of m y re­ 
spect. 
‘ So much the worse for the A .abs,’ 
1 said ; ‘ I am in prison and they can remain 
there also.’ 
A t the deportation I wa3 al­ 
ways careful to set a good example. 
A t 
Nouvelle Caledonia, we were forced not 
to drink wine : at the beginning some of 
the ihportes who had earned a little money 
by works of genius, began to drink and be­ 
come intoxicated, and so as to set them the 
example we drank nothing but water— an 
ugly yellow water which gave us colic. 


c o uld n’t go to t h e fu n e r a l. 
I could not go to Albert Joly’s funeral. 
I, however, hesitated an instant, and that 
which decided me not to was the persist­ 
ence of one of my editors—he who fur­ 
nishes information for my journal. 
H e is 
a little bit Gambettish, but I am forced to 
have him, for one knows nothiug when he 
is not Gambettish. 
H e furnishes me infor­ 
mation without any political coloring, and 
he told me they counted on seeing me at 
the funeral, that they wished to entrap 
me, and so I remained away. 
I would not 
really go and listen to the lucubrations of 
a Langlois or of a Deves, who would not 
have refrained from preaching conciliation 
over the tomb of Albert Joly, and who 
knows if Gambetta himself would not have 
profited by the occasion. 
I did not wish 
to take part in a sort of Lamourette kiss.” 
“ B ut,” observed the director of the 
Voltaire, “ that did not exempt you from 
expressing a word of regret in your jour­ 
nal. 
Your silence and your abstention 
have surprised 
everybody, even 
your 
friends.” 
“ I remained two days without going to 
the journal, and all m y editors, who are 
former galley slaves, former deportes, couid 
not commend and honor a man who had 
twice voted against ami esty. 
I could not 
go to the funeral. 
I owed as much to my 
readers aud to my position. 
I could not 
risk having my journal fall to three thou­ 
sand.” 
On rising, he finished by saying : 
“ I shall answer to-morrow. 
My answer 
will be very dry, but not coarse. 
I do not 
like coarseness.” 
And so he left without 
saluting any one. 
Mr. Alfred Duquet, a lawyer at the 
Com• d'A ppei, immediately after wrote a 
letter to the 
Voltaire, in which he stated 
that Mr. Albert Joly had, while dining at 
his house, spoken of Rochefort, and under­ 
took his defense when he was attacked 
with regard to the Commune. 
He added : 
“ Alter all, I have absolutely no reason to 
praise him, for although I assisted him 
with the Council of M ar and concerned 
myself about his children and his marriage, 
I have never received a word from him. 
He then drew in his marvelous langnage a 
parallel between Rossel and Rochefort be­ 
fore death, which awaited them, which the 
author of the letter refrained from repro­ 
ducing. 
Mr. 
Joly then recounted the 
steps he had taken w ith regard to Mr. 
Thiers, so as to change the form of accusa­ 
tion directed against Rochefort. 


THE WHOLE AFFAIR 
Had made so much noise throughout Paris 
that Rochefort came to the conclusion that 
repudiation in his journal did not suffice, 
so he, in company with two friends, called 
on Mr. Gambetta to ask an explanation of 
the publishing of that letter which Roche­ 
fort insists was dictated t y his lawyer Mr. 
Joly, and aside from the case, possesses no 


personal importance. 
They called three 
times on the President of the Chamber of 
Deputies at his residence, and were each 
time dismissed by the information that 
Gambetta was absent or had retired, so 
they went the following day to the Cham­ 
ber where he presided. 
One of the friends 
sent in a few words written on a card to 
Gambetta asking a few moments interview 
for Rochefort after the session should be 
over. 
Gambetta sent one of his secreta­ 
ries to answer that he wonld not receive 
th em ; 
on 
the 
insistance 
of 
Roche­ 
fort 
and 
liis 
friends 
the 
secretary 
returned to Gambetta and endeavored to 
persuade him to grant them an interview, 
but this last answered that he would not 
see Rochefort and would have nothing to 
do with him. 
Some of Gambetta’s friends 
have intimated that he refused to see Roch­ 
efort because he was convinced that he had 
come to shoot him. 
Rochefort then chal­ 
lenged the director of the Voltaire, who 
answered that he had but printed a letter 
written and signed by him, and owed him 
| no reparation. 
There then appeared the 
\ information of the fact of Gambetta’s hav. 
i ing sent money to Caledonia to aid Roche­ 
. fore in hie escape. 
This fact Rochefort 
was actually ignorant of, aud so he stated, 
as his application had been sent to Mr. 
Edmond Adain, who liad forwarded the 
money, and the harassed journalist added 
that Gambetta had hut to present bis hill 
at the office of the Intrant/grant and it 
would be paid. 
The Republican papers 
all expressed them selves as indignant with 
Rochefort, but their remonstrances were 
mild in comparison to those directed against 
him by the Communists, and Louise Michel, 
the famous heroine of the Commune, at 
one of their meetings said that if it were 
true that Rochefort had written that letter 
to Gambetta he was no longer worthy to he 
considered one of them. 


POOR ROCHEFORT! 
Attacked on all sides, w ithout a friend to 
take his part, unless he should accept the 
sympathy of Paul de Cassaguac, his former 
inveterate enemy, he had to submit to not 
only political disgrace and misfortune, But 
domestic troubles arrived just at that mo­ 
ment to add to his sorrows. 
He had 
brought with him from Switzerland 
a 
young servant he had engaged in his house­ 
hold at the age of tw elve years. 
She was 
ail honest, faithful girl to whom he was 
very much attached. 
She had reached her 
sixteenth year since their arrival at Paris, 
hut was still a little etourdii like all young 
persons of iierage, and Rochefort, so as to 
enlist her attention to what she was about, 
was in the habit of saying to her that did 
she fail in anything he would kill her. Tne 
other day he sent iier to the office of the 
Intransigeant to procure a hundred francs 
to serve for household expenses, aud as 
usual he told her that should she lose it 
he would kill her. 
The poor child lost the 
money, aud whether from fear of being 
murdered or tnat her honesty would be 
questioned, she at any rate went to her 
room, tightly closed the windows ancl 
doors, and lighting a bucket of charcoal com­ 
mitted suicide. 
W hen Rochefort learned 
of the fate of Ilia servant he had a erise de 
iter/s of the most terrible description, and 
iiis kindness of heart, which is acknowl­ 
edged by his enemies even, have caused all 
to testily that of his many troubles none 
has he takeu to heart so much as the un­ 
tim ely death of this young girl. 
Meanwhile • Gambetta has quietly re­ 
mained at home, and allowed his faithful 
and devoted allies to coolly fight his battles. 
Poor Rochefort lias put himself into a ter­ 
rible temper, and raging around like a mad­ 
man, has iashed right aud left, and accom­ 
plished nothing but harm to himself. 
It is 
generally 
proclaimed 
that 
Rochefort’s 
career is finished, for the French cannot 
forgive ingratitude, and there is nothiug 
left, for the fiery polemist but to retire to 
Belgium, and there print another Lanterne 
against Gambetta as he did against the late 
empire. 
Others state that his popularity 
has entirely faded away, for he has rend­ 
ered himself ridiculous, aud Parisians can 
never forgive ridicule. 
It is also hinted 
that he is losing His mind, that he has often 
given evidences of a declining intelligence, 
and that the combination of so many mis­ 
fortunes is tending to render him com­ 
pletely insane.

IMPORTANT DECISION 


IN REGARD 
TO SWAMP LAND 
RECLA­ 


MATION 
DISTRICTS. 


The following is the text of the opinion of 
Judge Brown, of Contra Costa county, pre­ 
siding in the cases referred to. 
The Board 
of Supervisors of Sacramento county granted 
the petition, in several cases, for the forma­ 
tion of reclamation districts on Grand Island, 
from which certain owners of land on the 
Island 
appealed, and 
the 
question 
was 
whether the Superior Court had jurisdiction 
to entertain the appeals. 
The question was 
argued on briefs submitted in behalf of the 
pet itioners by Messrs. Armstrong, Me Kune 
and Catlin, and in opposition by Metsrs. 
Williams, Bixler and Gordon, in behalf of 
those opposing the formation of the districts: 
[In the Superior Court of Sacramento county.] 
In the matter of the petition of E. Ii. Parvin et 
als. for the formation of a new reclamation district 
out of a part of Grand Island.—The record in this 
CY?e shows: That h.. R. Partin and others peti­ 
tioned the Board of Supervisors of Sacramento 
county, at a regular meeting of the Board on the 
11th of June, ISsO, in writing, in which petition 
they represented in substance that they were the 
owners and held title and evidences of title to 
1,454.54 acres of swamp and overflowed laud situ­ 
ated in Grand Island, m ¡sacramento county, being 
part of Swamp land and Reclamation District No. 
3, and alleging among other things that all of 
the 1 inds owned by the petitioners were susceptible 
of one mode of reclamation and capable of an inde­ 
penden;. reclamation ; that said lands hud not been 
reclaimed; that tne petitioners desired to adopt 
means to reclaim the same, and for that purpose to 
form and establish a reclamation district to include 
their lands, which were specifically described by 
legal subdivisions and other boundaries in their pe­ 
tition. The petition was duly verified by one of the 
petitioners. 
Upon presentation of this petition the Board of 
Supervisors made an order fixing the time for hear­ 
ing ot the petition on the 1:0th of July, 1 ¿80, :it 2 
o’clock I*. M.,and directing that the petition be filed, 
and that it be published in the Sacramento D aily 
¡lee, a newspaper published in Sacramento com ty, 
and that a copy of said order be published with the 
petition, and that the affidavit of publication there­ 
of be filed with the Clerk of the Board of Supervis­ 
ors, at or before the time so fixed for the hearing. 
1: also appears that -the matter came on for hear­ 
ing before the I* >ard of Supervisors on the 20th of 
July, 1680. when proof was made of the publication 
oi the petition and order. The petitioners were 
represented at ihe hearing by counsel in supjiort of 
the petition, aud counsel also appeared at Hit hear­ 
ing representing D. Bixler, who opposed the grant­ 
ing - f the petitiou and opposed the formation of the 
district. His opposition was not made in writing. 
From the minutes of the Board it appears that at 
the time fixe I the Board of Supervisors proceeded 
to a hearing, when proof of due publication of no­ 
tice and the petition was made, and witnesses were 
examined both i 
support of and in opposition to 
the petition. 
The testimony being closed, after ar­ 
gument of counsel the matter was submitted to the 
Board for its decision. Thereupon the Board made 
an order reciting among other things that the state­ 
ments in the petition were and arc true and correct, 
and that there was no land improper!} included in 
or excepted from such proposed district, and ordered 
and adjudged that the said petition be approved. 
This order was signed by the Chairman of the Board 
« f Supervisors, and attested l>v the Clerk and dated 
the 22d of July, 1880. and attached to tne petition. 
The petition and order of approval were filed for 
record and recorded on the 2d of August, 1880, in 
the swamp land records of Sacramento county. 
On the 10th oi August, 1880, David Bixler filed a 
notice of appeal from the order of the Board of Su­ 
pervisors made on the 22d of July, and also filed his 
affidavit in the office of the Clerk of the Board of 
Supervisors, alleging in substance that the lands 
comprising Grand Island were formed into a recla­ 
mation district over ten years ago, known and num­ 
bered 
as District No. 3 ; 
that 
said 
District 
No. 3 has always 
had 
and 
been 
managed 
by a Board of Trustees, and has 
expended 
large sums of money in constructing levees and 
reclamation works; that levees have been con­ 
structed tuid a large portion of the district is in­ 
closed by such levees, all of said levees b longing to 
the entire district : that he bus, as an individual 
owning land in the district, paid assessments for 
reclamation purposes of over $50.000; that he is the 
owner of one undivided one-third of more than nine 
ttiousaud acres of land in the district; that the dis­ 
trict is indebted in a sum exceeding §100,000, for 
which warrants have been issued bv the Trustees 
and approved by the Board of Supervisors of Sacra­ 
mento county; that he is the owner of an undivided 
one-third of more than 875,000 of said warrants; 
that the new <r strict formed by the order ot the 
Board of Supunri.-ors, made on the 22d of July, i860, 
approving the petition ot E. K. Parvin and others 
forming i recianuti -n district of a part of the lands 
of said Grand Island, embraces lands which are 
mos.riy within the levees constructed by the Trus­ 
tees • ! District No. 3 aud reclaimed thereby. 
Sai l affidavit was made for the purpose of show­ 
ing his interest in the matter. The notice of appeal 
was served o.i all of the petitioners and their attor­ 
neys within thiny days after the order was made by 
the Board of ¿supervisor*; the appeal was perfected 
by filing with the Clerk of the -Board of Supervisors 
an undertaking on appeal in the sum of one hun­ 
dred dollars: the appeal was taken and perfected iu 
accordance with the rules of this Court regulating 
appeals in swamp lana eases, a Iopted on the 3d oi 
August, 1S80. The appeal is taken under and by 
virtue of the Act of the 16th of April (Statutes 
1880, page HD), which isa s follows: “An Act pro­ 
viding tor appeals from orders forming reclamation 
or swamp l uid districts, setting off lands from such 
districts, or consolidating districts. 
“ Tt e people of Caliiornia, represented in Senate 
and Assembly, do enact as follows : 
“ Section 1. Anvperson having an interest affected 
by an order of the Board oi Supervisors of any 
county approving a petition for forming a reclama­ 
tion or swamp I t d district, or in any manner creat­ 
ing a district, or setting off lands from a district, or 
consolidating districts, may appeal therefrom, within 
thirty days after said order is made, to the Superior 
Court of the county. Such appeal shall betaken 
and prosecuted iu the manner prescribed by the 
rules of said Superior Court, aud shall be tried 
anew. The judgment of the Superior Court shall 
be final. 
Each Superior Court in the State in which 
there are any swamp land or reclamation districts 
shall make rules regulating appeals in the eases 
hereinbefore mentioned. 
“ Sec. 2. This Act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage.” The Act was approved 
A*pril 16, 1SS0. 
The respondents move to dismiss the appeal, 
upon several grounds stated in their motion. 
The 
most material are embraced in the first and sixth 
grounds of their motion, viz : 
That this Court has not jurisdiction to entertain 
an appeal from an order made bv the Board of Su­ 
pervisors; that the Act of the 16th of April allow­ 
ing this appeal is unconstitutional and void. The 
Board of Supervisors not being a Court, but an ex­ 
ecutive body, no appeal can be given from its orders 
to this Court. 
The jurisdiction of this Court is defined in Article 
VI., Section 5 of the Constitution, as follows: 
“ The Superior Court shall have original jurisdic­ 
tion in all cases in equity, and in all cases at law 
which involve the titie or possession of real prop­ 
erty, or the legality of any tax, impost, assessment, 
toll, or municipal fine, and in all other cases in 
which the demand, exclusive of interest, or the 
v lue of the property in controver.-y, amounts to 
8300, and in all criminal cases amounting to felony, 
and coses of misdemeanor not otherwise provided 
fo r; of actions of forcible entry and detainer; of 
proceedings in insolvency ; of actions to prevent or 
abate a nuisance ; of ail matters of probate; of di­ 
vorce and for annullment of marriage, and of all 
such special cases aud proceedings as are not other­ 
wise provided fo r; and said Court shall have the 
power of naturalization, and to issue papers tbere- 
tor. Tneyshall have appellate jurisdiction in such 
cases arising iu Justices'and oilier inferior Courts 
in their respective counties as may be prescribed by 
law " 
Section 1 of the same article provides that the 
judicial power of the State shall be vested in the 
Senate silting as a Court of impeachment, a Su­ 
preme Court, Superior Courts, Justices of the Peace, 
and such inferior Courts as the Legislature may 
establish in any incorporated e ty or town, or city 
and c unty. 
Section 13 of the same article says that the Legis­ 
lature shall fix by law the jurisdiction of any in­ 
terior Ceurts which may be established in pursuance 
of Section 1 of this article, and shall fix by law the 
powers, duties, and responsibilities of the Judges 
thereof. 
The inferior Courts designated in Section 5 of 
Article VI. of the Constitution, from whose judg­ 
ments appeals are allowed to he taken to the Su­ 
perior Courts, are doubtless the s ime inferior Courts 
referred to in sections 1 arid 13 of tne same article, 
which the Legislature is authorized to establish in 
anv incorporated city or town, or city and county. 
The Constitution having designated specifically 
that the Superior Courts shall have appel ate juris­ 
diction in cases arising in certain Courts named, 
such designation should, it would seem, exclude all 
other appellate jurisdiction. 
It seems hardly possible that the framers of the 
Constitution intended to include the Boards of Su­ 
pervisors in the designation <-f inferí r Courts. 
Boards of .Supervisors are. and always have been, 
known in our 8tate government. They are estab­ 
lished ami provided for in the Constitution. (Article 
XL, Sections 5, 7 and I), and Article XIII., Seotion 9.) 
The}' were provided fur in the old Constitution. 
(Article XL, Section 5 ) They are essential, and the 
office i? indispensable under our Constitution in the 
organization and administration of county govern­ 
ments ; the members of such Boards are nut judi­ 
cial officers. Tne Boards of Supervisors are not, and 
never have been, classed among the tribunals in 
whom the judicial power of the State is vested. 
Boards of Supervisors are never uesignated as 
Courts, and never have been. Their powers and 
duties are peculiar, embracing matters in their na­ 
ture legislative, judicial and administrative; and to 
them is given a large and important share of the bus­ 
iness in the administration of the affairs of county 
governments; the office of Supervisor was well 
known, and the general duties of Boards of Super­ 
visors was well understood at the time when the 
present Constitution was framed and adopted, and 
we are not w am r ted by any language used in the 
Constitution in holding otherwise than that the 
term Court, when used in that instrument, was in­ 
tended as a designation of some of the tribunals in 
which the judicial power of the State is vested. 
There is not a shadow’ of authority to be found in 
the Constitution which will authorize us to infer 
that the Convention intended by the language em­ 
ployed in that instrument in defining the appellate 
jurisdiction of the ¡Superior Courts to include cages 
or proceedings arising before Boards of Supervisors, 
or to vest in those Courts jurisdiction to try or re­ 
view on appeal the orders and proceedings of Boards 
of Snperv isors. If an appeal can be given from or­ 
ders made by the Boards of Supervisors m forming, 
crealing, or setting off lands from, or consolidating 
swamp land or reclamation districts, there would 
seem to be no reason why appeals may not be {riven 
also from orders made Dy the Boards of Supervisors 


locating, establishing, altering or vacating roads, 
from orders creating or altering the boundaries of 
townships or school districts; granting ferry, or 
road or wharf franchises, or any other order which 
the Board may be authorized to make which affects 
the rights or interests of individuals ; and the same 
construction would authorize appeals from other 
Boards such as School Trustees to the Superior 
Court. 
If it ha<l been intended that the Court should 
have appellate jurisdiction of matters arising before 
Boards of Supervisors, with power to review orders 
made by such Boards ou appeal, a jitrisd ction and 
power su important and rarely conferred, the 
framers of the Constitution would doubtless have 
employed language which would have more e: early 
expressed that intention than the language which is 
found in that instrument. 
The inferior Courts contemplated in that portion 
of Section 5 of Article VI. of the Constitution defin­ 
ing the appellate jurisdiction of the Superior 
Courts, must have been such inferior Courts of jus­ 
tice as the Legislature may establish in any incor­ 
porated city or town, or city and county. That 
language is used and is a limitation as well as a 
grant of appellate power to the Court. In declar­ 
ing that the Superior Court shall have appellate 
jurisdiction in cases arising in certain named Courts, 
it must be understood as intended that the Court 
should not have appellate jurisdiction in cases aris­ 
ing elsewhere. 
The Constitution says they shall have appellate 
jurisdiction in such eases arising in Justices’ Courts 
and other interior Courts in their respective coun­ 
ties as may be prescribed b\ law'. Aud t: is proceed­ 
ing not having arisen iu a Justice’s Court, nor in 
any other iuierior Court withi . the co istitutio ul 
desigualó.n, is not within the appellate jurisdiction 
of this Court, as defined by the constitution. 
The appellant does not, however, rest the juris- 
dict on of the Court upon its appellate power alone, 
but contends that this Court iu hearing and deter­ 
mining this case is in the exercise of its original 
jurisdiction ; ami that the appeal f-d called is merely 
a mode adopted by the Legislature of transferring 
the cause to the Superior Court, wbicn then takes it 
and iri*s and deteimiues it, as though it were 
originally commenced therein ; that the Superior 
Court lía., jurisdiction of the cuse under the terms 
of Anicle ^ I., Section 5, because it is a special case, 
not otherwise provided f“i*; and because it involves 
the right of po.-s s.s mi of real property, and because 
it fa^s within the scope of the general language of 
the Constitution conferring jurisdiction upon this 
Court. 
It is a general rule that on the trial or hearing on 
appeals the cause is determined in the appellate 
Court upon the pleadings and the evidence u*ed on 
the trial in the Court from w hich the appeal was 
taken. This rule is not, however, universal under 
our system ; i or ever since the organization of our 
State government appeals from Justices Con ts, 
formerly given to the County Court, and at present 
to tiiis C -urt upon questions of fact, or questions of 
bo li law and f.ict, the cause is tried anew. 
In the 
appellate Court it has oeeu held that such trial is 
n«»t an exercise of original but. of appellate jurisdic­ 
tion, although the trial be had ou the merits. The 
same issues which were tried in the Justices’ C -urt 
are tried anew in the appellate Court. (5 Cal. 
Townsend vs. Brooks, Coyle vs. Baldwin, 5 Cal. 75 ; 
People vs. El Dorado County. 10 Cal., 19, 11 Cal., 
228 ) In such cases the appellate Court retries the 
cause and renders its judgment without reference 
to the trial had or judgment rendered in the 
Justices’ Court. The j uri-sdiction exercised by the 
appellate Court in th< sc causes is appellate and not 
original. Chief Justice Murray, in giving the opin­ 
ion oi the Court in Townsend v-. Brooks, sa\s : 
“ The argument that because the County Court is 
authorized to tiy these cases de novo on appeal, 
such trial or examination is an exercise of original 
and not appellate jurisdiction, involves a contradic­ 
tion of terms and is not warranted by reason or 
authority.” 
The proposition that this ea-e involves the right 
of possession of real p. of orty, and the other propo­ 
sition that the case falls within the scope of the 
general language of the Constitution conferring 
original jurisdiction upon this Court, involve neces­ 
sarily, it would seem, the cmstitutionalitv of the 
laws providing for the formation and alteration of 
swamp land and reclamation district?. 
If the acts 
required to be performed by Boards of Supervisors 
in these proceedings are deemed to be cases at law, 
and involve the title or possession of real property ; 
or if the case falls within the scope of the language 
of the Constitution conferring original jurisdiction 
upon the ¿Superior Courts, then it would follow that 
Boards of Supervisors woulfl have no jurisdiction 
in those proceedings ; for it is not competent for 
the Legislature to confer jurisdiction upon the 
Bo irds of Supervisors to try and determine causes 
which the Constitution confers upon the Superior 
Courts original jurisdiction to try and determine. 
Laws providing for the organization of swamp 
land and reclamation districts, and conferring upon 
the Boards of fcupervisors the power to receive and 
grant petitions therefor, have existed in this State 
for a great number of years, and the constitution­ 
ality of those laws, and the legality of the action of 
the Boards of Supervisors under them, have been by 
the ¡Supreme Court of this State in numerous de­ 
cisions acquiesced in ami directly affirmed, and the 
constitutionality of such laws has become loo firmly 
established to be open to discussion now. 
It is urged that this is a special case, no‘ 
otherwise protided for within the meaning of the 
Constitution. Whether the Legislature intended to 
make such proceedings special cases or proceedings 
must be determined from the Lingua e and object 
of the statute, and the subjeel-matter. That the 
proceeding is special there can be no doubt or ques­ 
tion : it is entirely the creature of the statute, but 
it does not necessarily follow that it is a special case 
or pr»f:v»iiiig imt otin rwi.se provided for w thin the 
meaning of the Constitution. 
The organization <. f swamp land reclamation dis­ 
tricts .are pr tvided for in the Political Code, ¡sec­ 
tions 2440 to 3453, et.-., wherein a general system 
for the sale and rtdauutio.. of the swamp and over­ 
flowed lands of the State is provided. 
Under the 
law the holders of evidences of title representing 
more than one h ilf of a hod}' of such lands which is 
susceptible of one mode of reclamation, desiring to 
reclaim riie same, arc required to present to the 
Board of Supervisors at a regular meeting a verified 
petition setting forth that they desire to adopt 
means to reclaim such lands, giving a description of 
the lands. Such petition is required to be published 
for four wct-ks in the county. 
If the Board of Su­ 
pervisors find upon hearing that, the statements in 
the petition are true, and in their judgment no land 
is improperly included in nr excluded from the pro­ 
posed district, they must make an order approving 
the petition. If it be shown on the hearing that 
any lands have been improperly included in or ex­ 
cluded from the proposed district, they must reform 
the district in such respect in their order. The or­ 
der of approval must be indorse s on or attached io 
the petition, and he signed by the President of the 
Board and attested by the Clerk. The petition 
must then be recorded in the County Recorder’s of­ 
fice. in a book kept for that purpose, and a certifi­ 
cate thereof forw arded to the Register. The Regis­ 
ter is required t > send to the County Treasurer a 
statement showing the names of purchasers of land 
in the district who have paid for their land. After 
the approval of the petition, the petitioners, or a 
majority of them, may make by-laws, select trustees, 
levy and collect assessments, erect works of recla­ 
mation, etc. The Act also provides that if the own­ 
ers of such lands representing more than tw o-thirds 
of any body of lands within any reclamation or 
swamp land district, and in wl.ich the lands have 
not been reclaimed, desire to have the said body set 
off from said district, they must, in addit ion to the 
petition required by Section 3440, show to the Board 
of Supervisors that the said body of land is suscept­ 
ible of an independent reclamation. 
The district 
set off shall be liable for its just proportion of the 
1 gal indebtedness of the original district from which 
it was set off, when the same shall be ascertained by 
law. The Act also provides for consolidating con­ 
tiguous reclamation districts. 
The districts when 
formed acquire and may exercise certain defined pow­ 
ers as a corporate body. 
A swamp land or reclamation district can only be 
formed by a compliance with the provisions of the 
law referred to. 
By that law the Boards of ¡Super­ 
visors are clothed wi:h power to adjudge and deter­ 
mine whether the requisite number of owners unite 
in the petition; whet» er the land is susceptible of. 
one mode of reclamation, and whether the state­ 
ments m de in the petition are or are not tru e ; 
whether any land has been improperly included 
in or excluded from the proposed district; and when 
it is proposed to set off lands from a district already 
formed, whether the lands have or have not been 
reclaimed, and whether the land proposed to be set 
off is capable of an independent reclamation ; and if 
in the judgment of t he Board of Supervisors a 
proper case is made, it is required to make an order 
approving the petition. 
It the A ct of the lfftli of April, 1880, transfers 
the proceeding from the Board of Supervisors 
to this Court to be 
tried 
and 
determined 
in this Court as an original proceeding, then neces­ 
sarily the Court must assume and discharge all 
the duties imposed by the Act upon the Board of 
Supervisors, the statute having provided that for 
the purpose of reclamation of swamp and overflowed 
lands iu tiiis State, swamp land and reclamation 
districts may be formed, and when so f rnied, pos­ 
sess certain municipal powers; and having pre­ 
scribed in precise terms the mode in which such 
districts shall be formed, the mode prescribed by 
statute must be followed strictly to the exelusion “f 
all oth r modes. 
Kor when the statute confers a 
new right and prescribes the remedy, that remedy 
must be pursued strictly to secure the right. 
Many of the duties required to be performed by 
Boards of Supervisors in the organization of such 
districts are not judicial, hut political and legislative 
in their nature, such as whether any land has been 
improperly included in or excluded from the dis­ 
trict, whether the land is susceptible of an inde­ 
pendent reclamation, whether the land has been 
reclaimed or not, are questions of policy which the 
Legislature has confided to the Boards of Super­ 
visors. If this be a special case and to be determined 
in this Court as an original proceeding, the Court 
must execute the law strictly and must perform all 
the duties which are required to be performed by 
the Board of Supervisors, and determine all ques» 
tions which are required by the law tobe determined 
by the Board ; and if the Court shall be satisfied 
that the land is susceptible of an independent mode 
of reclamation, and that no land has been improper­ 
ly included in or excepted from the district, and 
that a proper cas* t xists therefor, it must make an 
order approving the petition. It is not competent 
f«»r the Legislature to impose upon the judiciary 
legislative function, or political powers. 
Was it so 
intended by the Act under consideration ? 
The appellant maintains that it is the duty of the 
Cour- to proceed to hear and determine the case as 
though it had never been determined by the Board 
of Supervisors, and to render judgment, which 
should either create the district, or reject the ap­ 
plication ; that such decision is final; that the order 
of the Board of ¡Supervisors forming a district 
amounts to nothing more than one step in the pro­ 
ceeding by which the cause gets into and is finally 
determined by the Superior Court. 
That the pro­ 
ceedings are similar to those heretofore occurring in 
Justices’ Courts, where title to real estate becomes 
involved and the action is thereupon transferred to 
the District Court. 
The transfer from Jnstieés’ Courts to the District 
Courts required by Section 838 of the Code of Civil 
Procedure, which is like the former statute. (Prac­ 
tice Act, Section 531), was made for the reason that 
the Justice of the Peace had no jurisdiction or right 
to try the cause, when the pleadings or the evidence 
disclosed that questions were or would necessarily 
be involved, wuich the Justice could n<»t try; that 
the District Court had original and exclusive juris­ 
diction to try. The Justice was required to suspend 
proceedings and to certify the pleadings, etc., to 
the District Court, and from the time of filing the 
pleadings, etc., the law provided that The District 
Court sii-' uld have the same jurisdiction as if the 
cause had been commenced therein. That case 


differs from thi9 in the fact that in that kind of 
cause the transfer was from a Court which had no 
jurisdiction to try it to a Court which had jurisdic­ 
tion. If this be a transfer it is from a tribunal 
which has jurisdiction to try and determine the pro­ 
ceeding to this Court, which, it is claimed, this 
statute has clothed with like jurisdiction. 
The jurisdiction conferred upon this Court by the 
Constitution in special cases and proceedings is 
like that vested in the County Courts under the 
former Constiuition. Tiiere were many Acts passed 
by the Legislature from time to time, authorizing 
proceedings to be transferred from Boards of Super­ 
visors ana from other Boards of officers to the County 
Courts for adjudication and determination. They 
were generally proceedings rela ing to opening 
roads, or streets, or altering, widening and changing 
streets aud other highways, wherein the property of 
individuals was taken for public use. The questions 
submitted to the Courts for determination in those 
cases related to contests growing out of the ap­ 
praisement of the value of private property sought 
to be appropriated, or the estimated dam-.ges 
caused, and iu opening streets where other contigu­ 
ous property was declared to be benefited. (Ques­ 
tions arising in regard to assessments for benefits 
were submitted to the Courts for determination. 
Those Acts generally provided that any person in­ 
terested, who felt aggrieved by the action of the 
Boari of Supervisors or Commissioners in awarding 
damages or assessiug benefits upon property owned 
by him, was authorized to file in the County Court a 
petition alleging the cause of grievance, and pray­ 
ing to be* ii card thereon, etc.; and upon filing such 
petition, notice was given to the Board of ¡super­ 
visors, or Commissioners, who were allowed to ap­ 
pear in support of their action. The Con-ty Court 
upon the hearing was authorized to make an ord.r 
directing that the proceeding be transferred iuto 
Coürt for examination and adjudication 
When 
such order was made the law required thut the 
original papers aDd proceedings should be trans­ 
ferred into Court, and the Acts prescribed what 
practice should govern the trial, and what judgment 
should he rend e 1, and i o * it. >b >uld be cntotce 
And those statu us geneVally declared that the 
County Courts should have ai d exercise jurisdic­ 
tion of tne case, which was declared to be* a special 
case or proceeding; that the Court should hear and 
dispose of it as such special proceeding. When its 
decision was made the law declared its effect and 
office. As before stated, those liws provided for u : 
transfer of the proceedings into the County Corn t ' 
upon application of persons who were aggrieved by 
burdens imposed upon their property by the Boarus 
of ¡Supervisors or Commi.-sioners in assessments for 
benefits which it was estimated they would receive 
by reason of the improvement, ard which they were 
r« quired to pay ; or questions involving the value 
of lands taken, or * ropos, d to be taken from them 
and dedicated to a public use; or damages which 
they would suffer by reason of the work being done 
as proposed. The questions submitted to the Court 
under those statutes grew out of matters of differ­ 
ence as to carrying out and executing the original 
order which declared the necessity for such public 
improvement, it is d ubtful whether any statute 
can be found where he Court has been authorized 
or required to review or examine the question 
whether or not the public convenience would be 
subservtd b} making the improvement; whether 
the public street <»r road was necessary; or whether 
the public convenience demand*.d that it should be 
widened, straightened or otherwise changed. Such 
questions are not judicial, but rather belong to the 
legislative department o: government; and when 
passed upon and determined by that department, 
such determination is final in all cases w here the 
exercise of the power and discretion is within the 
limits prescribed by the Constitution and laws. 
The use of the term appeal in the Act under con­ 
sideration does not necessarily make the jurisdiction 
of the Court acting under it appellate. 
The sub­ 
stance and intent of the Act, ami of the whole pro- 
c. eding authorized by the Act, must be looked to in 
deter.;-ining the jurisdiction to be exercised under 
it. 
Mr. Justice frandeison, in Sherman vs. (¿ tick, 
(32 Cal., 241), states the rule thus : ** In passing on 
the constitutionality of a law, it is the duty of the 
Courts to look to the true object of the law, and to 
trace out its true results, aim not to be guided by 
those objects or results which the Legislature may 
have mistakenly delared. And 
if 
the law be 
found to he consistent with the Constitution, 
or w ithin the acknowledged powers < f the Legisla­ 
ture to uphold it ” In Kicks vs. Reed (19 Cab, 
551) it was held by Mr. Justice Field, who wrote the 
opinion of the Court, that the Act of the Legisla­ 
ture oi 24th of January, i860, regulating the mode 
of settling claims to lots situated in he town of 
Humboldt, authorizing certain proceedings to be 
taken before the corporate authorities of the town, 
anu giving to ai. aggrieved party tne right of appeal 
to the Countv Court, was constitutional, for the rea­ 
son that the jurisdiction vested in the County Court 
by the terms of the Act was original and r ot strictly 
appe lute. Although the Act denominated the pro­ 
ceedings ail appeal, by the terms of the Act, iu 
case any claimant who felt aggrieved by the decision 
of the Trustees of the town, could take an appeal 
to the Ci unty Court, and required the proceedings 
to be taken in the County Court by complaint, an­ 
sw erer demurrer, and that the proceedings should 
be conducted ac.ordmg to law and rules applicable 
to actions in Courts • i record. And win - judg­ 
ment was rendered, the law provided that the Trus­ 
tees of the town should issue the certificate of pur­ 
chase to the party in whose- favor judgment w as ren­ 
dered. The decision in that case rested mainly 
upon the tact that the proceedings before the cor­ 
porate authorities of trie town under the Act of 
1860 wusasjiecial case within Article VI , Section 0, 
of the Constitution 
It was purely a statutory pro­ 
ceeding, commenced and prosecuted for the ascer­ 
tainment of a particular fact to guide the* corporate 
authorities in the cxecuti n of the trust devolved 
upon them under the Act. The Court held that, by 
¡ he terms of the Act, the jurisdiction vested in the 
County Court was so t appellate, although so Des­ 
ignated ; that it was original jurisdiction which 
the Act conferred. The right ot the parties to the 
lots under the rules and regulations prescribed by 
the Legislature was the subject of consideration 
without reference to the evidence presented to the 
Board of Trustees. The whole matter is to be in­ 
vestigated anew, and the action of the Board of 
Trustees only became material as fur isbing author­ 
ity for the proceedings before the County Court. 
When, therefore, the Act says that in case any 
claimant shall feel aggrieved by the decision of the 
Trustees be may take an appeal to the County Court, 
und requires the proceedings there to be by com­ 
plaint, answer or demurrer, and in conformity with 
the rules applicable to actions iu Courts of record, 
it only means that, if the complainant be dissatis­ 
fied with the decision of the i rusites, he- may have 
his right investigated and determined in an action 
brought against the successful claimant in the 
County Court. The principle decided in that case 
was, that ii it clearly appears from the 
ody of the 
Act that the jurisdic ¡oil given by it is original, and 
not appellate, a mis ake of the Legislature in desig­ 
nating the jurisdic lion as appellate does not make 
it so. 
It is the duty of the Court to execute the laws 
according to their tru ? intent and meaning; that 
intent, when collected from the whole Act, every 
part of it taken together, must prevail over the 
literal terms or strict letter of the law, when the 
strict letter would lead to probable injustice, con­ 
tradiction and absurdity. When, however, the lan­ 
guage used in the statute is plain, certain and pre­ 
cise, and its meaning is evident, and no ambiguity is 
fouud in it, and when its language leads to no ab­ 
surd conclusions, there is no reason for refusing to 
admit the meaning which the words natually con­ 
vey. In such cases it is not allowable to give the 
language used any other interpretation or meaning 
than the w\ rds of the Act import. 
Courts should not, in order to give effect to what 
they suppose to he the intention of the Legislature, 
put upon the provisions oi a statute a construction 
not supported by the express provisions of the Act. 
They are not to presume the intentions of the 
law-makers, but to collect them from the words used 
in the Act. They nave nothing to do with the 
policy of the law, but must ascertain the real intent 
of the Legislature if possible, and when that intent 
has becu ascertained to give effect to i t ; these rules 
must be observed in determining the intention of 
the Legislature in passing the Act of the lGth of 
April. The only ambiguity in the words of the Act 
would seem to be in the latter part of the section 
which reads as follows: “ Such appeal shall be 
taken and prosecuted in the manner prescribed by 
tlierulesof the said Superior Court, and shall be tried 
anew. The judgment of the Superior Court shall 
be final. Each Superior Court in this State in which 
there are any sw amp hnd or reclamation districts 
shall make rules regulating appeals in the cases 
herein! efore mentioned.” J his portion of the Act 
doubtless was intended to require the Superior 
Courts in this State, in counties in which there are 
s lamp land or reclamation districts, to make rules, 
etc. The literal reading of the section would require 
that the swamp land or reclamation district should 
be in t he Court to warrant that Court in making 
rules regulating appeals in such cases ;* an inter- 
pretat.on of that puKion of the Act tornean pre­ 
cisely w hat is stated in the Act would lead to an ab­ 
surdity which we are not warranted in attributing 
to the Legislature as having been intended. 3 here 
is also an inapt expression in the language that such 
appeal shall be tried a evv. The appeal never having 
been tried, the trial in the Superior Court would not 
be a trial of the appeal anew. A fair interpretation 
of the Act, its reading, would be as declaring that 
the Superior Courts in counties in which there are 
swamp land or reclamation districts shall make rub s 
regulating appeals in the cases mentioned in the Act, 
and that the cause shall on such appeal be tried 
anew . Such appears to be the clear import of the 
language used in the whole Act, and that inter­ 
pretation is supported by the title, which is : “ An 
Aet providing for appeals from orders forming 
reclamation or sw amp land districts setting off lands 
from such districts or consolidating districts.” 
The Act appears to have but one object; that is 
for an appeal from certain orders. A transfer of the 
proceedings from the Boards of Supervisors to the 
Superior Court for trial in that Court as a special 
case or proceedings does not appear to have been 
contemplated by the Act. The whole spirit and in­ 
tent expressed in the Act stems to have been to 
allow an apical from the final orders of the Boards 
of Supervisors when made forming reclamation or 
swamp land districts, setting off lands from such 
districts or consolidating districts, or in any manner 
creating a district. The Act does not provide for a 
transfer of the papers or proceeding. It is entirely 
silent as to the practice which should govern the 
trial, or what questions shall be tried ; what inter­ 
est a party shall have to entitle him to appeal; who 
are interested parties ; what rule or law shall govern 
the trial ; whether the Court shall adjudge and de­ 
termine the case under the law governing the trial 
of other civil actions, or whether the cause shall be 
determined in accordance with the law providing 
for the formation and alteration of swamp land 
reclamation districts; whether pleadings shall be 
required or otherwise : what issues shall be tried ; 
the nature of judgment to be rendered, or what 
shall be its effect, or how it shall be carried out. 
The only guide furnished is that the Act authorizes 
the Court to make rules regulating appeals iu the 
cases mentioned in the Act. 
It would seem that it could not have been intended 
by the Act under consideration that the rights of 
persons to organize swamp land or reclamation dis­ 
tricts, or to have new districts set off from the old 
ones, and the mode ti» be pursued to affect those 
objects, made 
tit 
depend 
upon and conform 
to 
the 
rules 
which 
should 
be 
adopted 
by 
the 
different 
Superior 
Courts 
(which 
would be the practicable result |if any person 
interested in the matter could have the entire pro­ 
ceeding transferred to the Superior Court for trial 
anew, as an original proceeding, under such rules as 
the Superi >r Courts should adopt. If such had been 
intended, the Legislature would doubtless have pre 
scribed thoee rules and the practice which should 
govern such cases. This law furnishes no guide for 
Courts in adopting rules. One Court can adopt a 
set of rules governing the making up of issues and 


the trial and conduct of such cases in that Court. 
Another Court in another county may adopt different 
rules and ^different practice, as in its judgment will 
best promote and protect the rights of parties* 
a state of things not unlikely to occur, for the law 
leaves the whole subject to the power of the several 
Courts, to be executed as the Judge shall in his 
judgment deem it to be his duty 
Whether the in­ 
terest of a party who appeals to the Court for its 
protection should appear from the records of the 
case made up before the Board of Supervisors, and 
be disclosed by his pleadings before the Board, or 
whether such interest may be shown by a petition 
or affidavit filed in Court or in the office of the 
Clerk of the Board of Supervisors, or whether 
the case should be tried anew upon the same issue» 
which were mad»; before the B*ard of Sup rvisors, 
as appe Is are tried taken from the Justices’ Court» 
on questions of both law and faet; or whether new 
issues may be made up in the Superior Court which 
were not passed upon tv the Board of Supervisor», 
or otherwise, all these and many other questions of 
practice, it to be regulated by rules of the Courts, 
ore not unlikely to be different in different counties, 
according as the Judges of those Courts should dif­ 
fer in their views of tlie practice which should govern 
the trial of such cases. The result would be that to 
secure the benefits of the Act providing for the or­ 
ganization of swamj» land or reclamation districts, 
or to procure lands to be set off from a district, the 
practice would differ in different districts situate in 
different counties. And i he law, although general 
in its nature and objects, would not have a uniform 
operation ; a result which could not have been in­ 
tended by the Legislature. It would seem to be 
more consistent with the language used in the whole 
Act, that the intention was to allow an appeal from, 
the orders named in tho Ac: t . the Superior Court, 
and that the Court should dispose of the case as an 
appeal. 
This com-tru tiers is in harmony with 
the object of 
the Act a? 
expressed 
in its 
title. T:»t* Constitution, Article IV., Section 24, 
says: “ Every Act shall embrace but one sub­ 
ject. which subject shall bo expressed in its title ; 
but if any subject shall be embraced in an Act which 
shall not*be expressed in irs title, such Act shall lie 
v» id only as to so much thereof as shall not be ex­ 
pressed in its title.” 
Jf this Act be interpreted as a’lowing an appeal, it 
U consistent with »hc subj et expressed in its title. 
If, on the oth.r hand, it be construed to affect & 
transfer of the case from the Board of Supervisors to 
the Superior ourt for trial there, as an original pro­ 
ceeding, and that the Act be deemed incorporated 
in aud made part of the code in relation to the sub­ 
ject i f the formation of reclamation districts, neither 
the title of the Act or the language used in the Act 
would seem to express the object intended. 
If this statute could be upheld and was capable of 
being so construed as to give this Court jurisdiction 
of the proceedings sis a special case or proceeding, 
with authority to try and determine it under and 
by virtue of th»* general and original jurisdiction of 
the Court, without violating well-established rules 
cf construction f statutes, it is, I conceive, the duty 
i f the Court to give it such construction; but if, on 
the contrary, it clearly and unquestionably appears 
from the statute that it is appellate jurisdiction, und 
not original jurisdiction that is given and intended 
♦o l»e given, it is the duty of the Court to ?«» declare, 
and to give to the statute that effect which was in­ 
tended by its pat-suge. 
My conclusion is: that the Act provides for an 
appeal, and that it was intended to cive appellate 
and not original juris iction to the Superior Courts 
in the cases natn-¿ri iu it. The Act mr that reason, 
is in conflict with the Constitution, and v id . 
It follows that the motion ti» dismiss this appeal 
must be granted, f *r the reas *r* thr»t this Court has 
no appellate jurisdiction to hear and determine the 
case. 
It Í3 ordered that the appeal be dismissed, on the 
ground that this Court has ri1 appellate iunsdiction 
in this case.

T E E G O VERNOR'S M ESSAG E ON T H E D E ­ 


B R IS 
QUESTION. 


The special message of Governor Perkins 
0 i the Debris question is a very important 
and valuable state paper. 
It is in fact an 
almost judicially im partial and candid re­ 
view of the considerations involved, and it 
places the whole subject before the public 
in a manner which has never before been 
attempted, as regards comprehensiveness. 
It is evident that the Governor is deeply- 
convinced of the magnitude of the topic, 
and of the necessity of dealing with it 
adequately, and it is equally clear that he 
has surveyed it on all sides, aud in every 
possible light, with a single purpose to attain 
the truth. 
A more frank and unreserved 
recapitulation of disagreeable facts has in­ 
deed seldom been ventured upon, but the 
entire candor with which the most start­ 
ling dangers are pointed out shows how 
fully persuaded the Governor is of the need 
of prompt remedial action. 
I t is difficult 
to review a document which is in it­ 
self a review, for it may be presumed 
th at 
the 
Governor 
ha3 
condensed 
his conclusions arid statem ents as much 
as possible, and th at therefore it would 
require at leant as much space as he has 
occupied to rehearse his views. 
He sets 
out with a grave and emphatic declaration 
of his belief in the gravity of the subject. 
He then proceeds to discuss it under a 
series of heads, namely : 1' The nature and 
“ extent of the injury done and threat­ 
e n e d ; the value of the property directly 
“ and indirectly menaced; the results to 
“ the State of the threatened destruction 
“ of its principal w aterw ays; the impor- 
“ tanca of the hydraulic mining interest, 
“ directly and indirectly ; the practicabil­ 
i t y of a remedy, its conditions and im- 
“ plications ; the futility of merely stop- 
“ ping hydraulic m ining; the relations 
“ and obligations of the State to the ques- 
“ tion ; the necessity of some srstained 
“ engineering treatm ent of the rivers, un- 
“ der any circumstances.” I t will be seen 
th at these heads afford opportunity for 
discussing the D-.-bris question in a thor­ 
oughly exhaustive manner, aud though too 
Governor has certainly refrained from com­ 
m itting himself where partiality in him 
might seem injudicious, he has succeeded 
in bringing out the leading features of al­ 
most every vitaL consideration connected 
with the subject. 
W e think the first impression produced 
by reading this message will be, w ith the 
majority, astonishm ent at the unexpected 
seriousness and maguituda of the debris 
question. It has been so frequently treated 
as a local question by ill-informed journals 
th at when its real extent and importance 
are thus demonstrated the effect must be 
to amize and almost confound the aver­ 
age reader. 
It is possible that even in­ 
credulity in regard to the Governor’s sta­ 
tistics may be entertained a tii. st sight, 
but a careful analysis of them convinces us 
th at iu many instances he has been almost 
over cautious in putting results below 
what might have been justly claimed.. 
Thus for example liis estimate of the 
products of the hydraulic mines is cer­ 
tainly far too small. 
He calculates the 
entire 
output of

twenty-five years at §150,000,000. and he 


i puts the annual yield at ii. tween p iff000,- 
000 and 81-1,000,000. Now we are satisfied 
th at the actual total yield of these mines 
up to the present time approaches nearer 
§250,000,000 than §150,000,000, while it 
is very well known th at the annual output 
may with justice he estim ated as between 
815,000.000 and §20,000.000. 
Again, the 
Governor estimates the popula* ion directly 
dependent upon the miue3 
at 30,000, 
whereas he would have been justified in 
putting it at 50,000. 
W e think his esti­ 
mate of the direct and indirect damage 
done is also within the mark, but all these 
evidences of caution aud moderation only 
add significance to the general tenor of the 
message, for they show th a t the primary 
purpose of the Governor was to state the 
actual facta without the slightest approach 
to exaggeration. 
The Governor is careful to state that his 
facts and conclusions are derived from and 
based upon the reports and researches of 
the State and Consulting Engineers, and 
the assessment roils of the various coun­ 
ties. 
From these sources he has collected 
the principal data for his message, and cer­ 
tainly it would be impossible -to have 
brought together a more grave anil dis­ 
quieting series of statem ents than are htre 
presented. 
Briefly the situation as tuns 
delineated by the Governor may be thus ep- 
iiom zed. Property to the value of §d, 000, - 
000 has already been destroyed by the de­ 
bris from the hydraulic mines. 
Property 
to the value of -860,000,000 is menaced 
with entire destruction unless the flow of 
debris is stopped. 
Through the th reat­ 
ened removal of competition in transporta­ 
tion, by the loss of navigabiliiy in the Sac­ 
ramento river, a loss estimated at §100,­ 
000,000 Í3 made to impend over the 
northern regions of the State. 
In effi-ct 
th at 
northern 
section 
will, 
in 
the 
words of the Governor be “ blotted out,” 
unless the evil is abated. 
The reality of 
the injuries piast, present and prospective, 
havingbeendemonstrated, aud the results oi 
a destruction of competition upon fanning 
land having been discussed in a very careful 
and thoughtful way, the Governor proceeds 
to consider the values concerned in that 
interest which it lias been proposed should 
be suspended. 
He inquires into the posi­ 
tion and general business aud other rela­ 
tions of the hydraulic mines to the country 
iu which they are situated, and shows how 
large a population is dependent on them, 
how much they have contributed to the 
progress and prosperity of the State, and 
what amount of depression and collapse 
must necessarily follow any measure re­ 
quiring their suspension. 
Having shown 
that the hydraulic mining interest is one 
of so great importance th at it could not be 
eliminated without ruining the territory in 
which it is situated, he proceeds to ex­ 
amine the reports of the engineers on the 
debris problem, and points out their con- 
cltuion that even if hydraulic mining was 
stopped to-morrow the flow of debris 
would continue for years, and with the 
most disastrous results. 
The question of the practicability of a 
remedy is next treated, and here it is 
shown by the Governor that there is no 
doubt on this head among the engineers, 
provided sustained and systematic treat­ 
ment is applied to the rivers. 
They all 
agree 
in this. 
The evil they say is 
curable, but it can only be cured by system­ 
atic and comprehensive treatm ent. 
This 
need for large and scientific treatm ent is 
indeed one of the main themes in the 
message. 
It is returned to again and 


again, and enforced and fortified by every 
argument th at occurs to the writer. 
The 
absolute need of remedial legislation hav. 
ing been demonstrated, the Governor nat­ 
urally goes on to a consideration of the 
principles by which the question should be 
governed. 
In this connection he defends 
and justifies the Drainage Act of 1SS0, 
showing th at the doctrine of general tax ­ 
ation contained in it is one of almost uni­ 
versal application, and citing many illus­ 
trations of this. 
The argument in this 
connection is followed by one in behalf of 
Congressional aid for the matter, and the 
message concludes w ith a reiteration of 
she emphatic views of the Governor re­ 
garding the extent and seriousness of the 
dangers w ith which the State is threat­ 
ened, and an earnest appeal to the Legisla­ 
ture to meet the .emergency w ith wisdom 
and courage. 
It is impossible to deny that, taking it 
altogether, this is an Executive communi­ 
cation of a more than commonly high 
order. 
I t is not to bo regarded as an 
argument, since th at term implies a pur­ 
pose to uphold or to put down a particular 
side of a ease. 
It is rather, a 
has been 
before remarked, judicial in iis tone and 
treatm ent, the only question upon which 
positive and emphatic convictions are ex­ 
pressed beiug the absolute necessity of 
;<ome systematic remedial legislation. 
YYe 
believe th at this really succinct review of 
the debris question will cause it to be 
better understood in ail its bearings than 
it lias ever been before. 
The Governor 
lias taken a position in the m atter which 
does him infinite credit, and which proves 
th at he possesses the instincts of true pa­ 
triotism and statesmanship. 
At the risk 
of being reproached as an alarmist by those 
who never believe in the reality of a dan­ 
ger until they find themselves overwhelmed 
by it, he has called public attention to the 
greatest question of the hour in a manner 
the earnestness and even solemnity of 
which must enforce recognition, while the 
considerations presented must convince 
the most incredulous of the gravity of the 
situation. 
As the Governor telk the Legislature, 
it is “ called upon to decide the fate of the 
“ Sacramento 
Valley 
directly, 
and oi 
“ very much wider interests indirectly. 
To treat such a subject as one of mere 
“ local concernm ent” would be fatuous. 
If ever there was a State question, the 
debris question is one, and this Governor 
1’erkins has proved in w hat we must re­ 
gard as a convincing manner. 
There are, 
no doubt, several powerful cousidtrat.ons 
intim ated in his argument, but he has not 
pretended to do more than recapitulate the 
leading ideas, and it m ust be adm itted that 
he lias acquitted himself with sufficient 
judgm ent in that regard. 
One thiug this message will certa uly do ; 
namely, make it impossible to triu t the 
Debris question any more as one oi com­ 
parative insignificance. 
No doubt efforts 
will be made to confute the Governor’s 
calculations for the purpose of impeaching 
his judgment, b at we have sufficiently 
tested his data to he convinced -that not 
one of his approximations can be success­ 
fully attacked, and that on the other hand 
it would have been pos adle I ?r him to 
have made a much stronger showing w ith­ 
out incurring the charge of exaggeration. 
His summary of the case, however, will 
compel attention, and will eausi the Legis­ 
lature to understand th at this problem is 
not of an abstract question, which can 
safely be dropped as policy or exigency 
may counsel ; but th at it is in very truth 
a question of the existence of the Sacra­ 
mento Valley, and ultim ately of the harbor 
of San Francisco and the San Joaquin 
Valley also. 
It is, iu fact, a question 
iusistiug upon adequate treatm ent, and 
this fact the Governor has unquestionably 
succeeded in demonstrating beyond con­ 
troversy. 


LEGISLATIO N 
AGA IN ST 
IN SE C T 
PE ST S. 


We published Wednesday the report of a 
very interesting meeting of the State Ag­ 
ricultural Society, the most im portant busi­ 
ness of which was a discussion of the 
means to be adopted for ridding the State 
of insect pests. 
The statem ents made ey 
Mr. M atthew Cooke, of Sacramento, on 
this subject were particularly valuable. 
There is not probably another man iu Cali­ 
fornia who has mastered this branch of 
entomology so thoroughly as Mr. Cooke. 
He lias made original and exhaustive in­ 
vestigations 
and 
experiments 
into the 
nature and habits of all the insects which 
injure the orchard and vineyard, s-ad he is 
as enthusiastic a naturalist as any or the 
self-taught scientists whose lives and labors 
have been given to literature by Mr. 
Smiles. 
The etaterneuts of Mr. Cooke 
show th at it is perfectly useless for men 
like himself to devote their time aud skill 
to the discovery of remedies for our insect 
enemies, or for fruit and vine growers here 
and there to adopt these remedies, unless 
such legislation is had as will compel 
all orchard 
and 
vineyard 
proprietors 
to kerp their 
trees and 
vines clean. 
In 
this 
case 
it 
is 
impossible 
for 
individuals to bring about reform, for 
the reason that, however careful 
and 
painstaking they may be, they cannot pro­ 
tect themselves against the mischievous 
consequences of carelessness on the part of 
their neighbors. 
The insect pests are 
propagated and spread abroad so ea.ily 
and in so many ways, th at nothing short 
of a comprehensive sy3tem of treatm ent 
can make head against them. 
If, for ex­ 
ample, there is a large orchard to which 
every attention is paid, and all the trees 
in which have been thoroughly cleaned of 
insects, this care may be entirely thrown 
away if there happen to be on the other 
side of the fence half a dozen neglected 
and dirty trees, for the vermin from these 
latter are sure to find their way across into 
the clean orchard. 
Mr. Uooke related an 
instance in which the crop of an orchard 
of 2,500 trees had been destroyed in just 
this way, through the obstinacy and mean­ 
ness of a neighboring orchardist who re­ 
fused to keep his trees clean, and who 
finally proposed to blackmail his neighbors 
by selling his trees to them at an exorbi­ 
tant price. 
As the case stands every owner 
of two or three scrubby apple or pear trees 
can frustrate the most energetic efforts of 
the largest neighboring orchard proprietor, 
by simply leaving his trees to the insects. 
But these pests are disseminated in other 
ways also. 
I t has been found that the 
codling moth was spread all over the State 
through the indiscriminate use of fruit pack­ 
ing boxes. 
The eggs were in the crevices of 
the boxes, and as the boxes were passed 
round from one farm and one county to 
another, they carried the pest with them, 
until now it has obtained a foothold almost 


everywhere. 
The phylloxera also, 
ac­ 
cording to Mr. Cooke, has gamed posses­ 
sion of most of our vineyards, and this is 
even a more serious m atter than the cod­ 
ling moth, the scale-bug and the red 
spider. 
It never was so important ti at 
the vineyards'of California should be free 
from enemies of this kind, for there has 
never before been so good an opportunity 
for marketing our wines in Europe. 


Evidently something will have to be 
done to protect all these industries, for it 
is the unqualified opinion of those who 
have examined the situation most care­ 
fully th at unless remedies are soon applied 
we shall shortly be incapacitated for grow­ 
ing either grapes, apples or pears, not to 
speak of other fruits. 
W e think it clear 
th at the Legislature should enact a law 
not only making the destruction of insect 
pests in orchards and vineyards compul­ 
sory, but appointing officers, or an officer, 
with power to see th at the law is obeyed. 
In fact we apjiear to have reached a stage 
of development at which it is almost nec 
essary to have some kind of an Inspector 
or Supervisor or Commissioner in this , recelveft a 
connection, whose business it should be ; 
to travel over the State, examine the 


stitutional provisions and judicial prece­ 
dents, as this reekless Territorial Executive 
has been gnilty of.

Anderson, at the request of the Board, acted 
as counsel for the prosecution.

Chief Karcher was the first witness, and 
testified that on the night of the 3d of De­ 
cember he came to the police office at about 
2 o’clock a. st. and f uu i officer Atwood, who 
was oa duty in charge of the office, fast asleep 
upon the lounge, and the keys of the prison 
hanging where they might have been taken. 
W itm ss went to the cle.-k, laid his cane upon 
it, which rolled off on the floor, making a 
load noise. 
He then to k out the sL.'e of 
arrests, end after looking at it shut it to­ 
gether with a slam, walked heavily about the 
fl .or 
a few times, 
during which time 
Atwood 
did 
not 
wake 
up. 
W itness 
then 
went 
out 
and 
was gone about 
tw > hours, calling u p 'n the various officers 
upon their heat- about the city, artd then re­ 
turned to headquarters, where he found A t­ 
wood still asleep. 
W itness then threw down 
his cane heavily upon the floor, slammed the 
police slate together S3 be?ore, and, after 
walking about the floor and finding he did 
not wake, he wrote a note, and left it upon 
the (it-sk, for Atwood to call him a t quarter I 
to 7. and witness then 1 lid down on a lounge 
in the private office. 
H e remaiued awakd 
until 5 o’clock, when he heard the other offi­ 
cers come in and wake Atwood up. 
W i nes* 
did not censure Atwood for being found 
asleep, as witness thought he would know he 
had been detected iu doing so, and IV jUid 1; t 
repeat it. 
IN ÍÍELATION TO THE SECOND CHARGE, 
That of appropriating money to his own use, 
he stated th at some seven months ago he 
ascertained th at the defendant had taken 
some money from the safe, aud he stroke to 
Atwood about it, who acknowledged that be 
had taken some out, as he vas somewhat 
hard up, and he thought there would be no 
harm, as he was going to return it before the 
case came up in Court and the money was 
wanted. 
W itness cautioned him against 
disturbing the money on deposit, aud At- 
wo 1 1 promised he would never do it agaia. 
It did. however, occur again, when witness 
remonstrated with him, and at another time 
$30 was taken out of a deposit of §30. 
He 
spoke to defendant about it, and he said tie 
would put it back before it was wanted or 
before the case was called. 
W hen Ciark was I 
sent to Stale Prison a few days ago there 
wan found 81 50 of th at gone. 
Also, in the 
case of H aggerty the records showed th at §2 
was taken from him when arrested, and when 
he came back for it there was only 81 50 in 
the package.

“ Well, in this May, perhaps ; these few 
rich men M'ill find that a strong Govern­ 
ment is a necessity for their own protec­ 
tion, and they Mill, moreover, find the 
poor thrown on tneir hands to be sup­ 
ported, for they cannot let them starve, 
and they cannot evade the responsibility 
by shoving it on the next man as they 
might where capital was more divided. 
Now, from a paternal despotism to a pa­ 
ternal socialism is but a short step, and the 
latter M il! grow up naturally, nr the people 
ia desperation will take the matter into 
their own hands, and establish a demo­ 
cratic socialism.” 
“ Your scheme has more the look of 
revolution than evolution,” said Charlie. 
“ I t may be either. 
I think it is Karl 
Marx M’ho says that force is the accoucheur 
of one state of society pregnant w ith an­ 
other.” 
“ I do not think,” said Charlie, “ th at 
socialism will ever be possible in this 
country. 
In its very' essence it is opposed 
to two factors M 'hich have here their highest 
development. 
1 mean selfishness and love 
of liberty.” 
“ I think you are begging the question 
and confusing the meaning ot words. Your 
‘ selfishness’ means the desire of accumu­ 
lating property, but M-ith a hungry man it 
means the want of something to eat. Y'our 
‘ iiberty ’ means liberty to M’orlc a t w hat 
you Diease, but your system sometimes 
allows it to mean liberty to starve. 
Now’, 
in neither of those two senses of the words 
are they opposed to socialism.” 
“ The state of things at M'hich you are 
aiming is, when reduced to its lowest de­ 
nomination on the one side, a vast body of 
men more or less on the point of starving, 
and on the other, a few men who have 
gathered together the wealth of the coun­ 
try, and with no intermediate class. 
Do 
you believe that this Mull ever be possible 
in this country ?” 
“ There is no telling,” said Jack, “ what 
will happen after the public domain is all 
taken up. 
So long as a man can take up 
a homestead of free land, there Mill be no 
serious pressure, although you may hear 
the mutterings of the storm ; but the va­ 
cant public land which will support a 
family by agriculture is becoming scarcer 
every day, and the rich men are growing 
richer and the poor poorer. 
The shadow 
of hard times is upon us. 
I u-arn you 
they’ are coming in spite of all your stock 
booms ; and yet these men go on steadily’ 
absorbing the savings of the poor. 
They 
think only of themselves, and are, if y’ou 
will, the highest development and embodi- 
rcent of pure selfishness.” 
“ I am not defending the institution,” 
said Charlie, who felt as if he M-as once 
more on the floor of the debating society 
at home. 
“ Self-made men are apt to for­ 
get that property has its duties as well as 
its rights, but I believe that the laws and 
customs of America will dissipate these 
accumulations in a gene -ation or two. ¡But 
of all the absurdities which have entered 
into the mind of man, your paternal gov­ 
ernm ent is the worst. 
France under the 
second empire is an example. 
It Mas 
almost socialistic in its fatherly care for 
the poor, M'ho were kept in good humor by 
finding them work.

under th at administration, and the disaster 
M-hich M’as its necessary result. Honesty is 
impossible under any- such system .” 
“ I know,” adm itted Jack, “ th at, M-hen 
it comes to details, I am M-eak as yet, h ut 
I believe th a t the great forces of the w orld 
are shaping them selves th a t way, and th at 
when the time comes a perfect system will 
grow up.” 
“ But >rou don’t mean to say that y’ou 
really believe in socialism ?” said Captain 
Stornoway, looking a t Jack as one looks at 
a tarantula, alive in a bottle. 
“ Well, I hardly know,” the other re­ 
plied. 
“ One scarcely believes anything 
very strongly on the grounds of pure rea­ 
son ; there is sp much to be said on both 
sidc3.

STRANGE 
JAPAN 
RACE. 


In her recent work, “ Unbeaten Tracks 
in Japan,” Miss Isabella L. B ird-gives 
some graphic pictures of the Ainos, or 
aborigines of tbe island of Y ezo, Japan. 
“ After the yellow skins, the stiff' horse 
hair, the feebl eyelids, the elongated eyes, 
the flat noses, the sunken cheeks, the Mon­ 
golian features, the puny physique, the 
shaky walk of the men, tne restricted to t­ 
ter of the women, and the general im­ 
pression of degeneracy conveyed by the ap­ 
pearance of the Japanese, the Ainos,” she 
says, “ makes a very singular impression. 
All but two or three th at I have seen are 
the most ferocious-looking of savages, with 
a physique vigorous enough for carrying 
out the most ferocious intentions, but as 
soon as 
they 
speak the 
countenance 
brightens into a smile as gentle as th at of 
a woman, something which can never be 
forgotten. 
The men are about the middle 
hight, broad-chested, 
broad-shouldered, 
‘tuick-set,’ 
very 
strongly 
built, 
the 
arms and legs short, thick, and muscular, 
the hands and feet large. 
The bodies, and 
especially the limbs, of many arc covered 
with short bristly hair. 
I have seen two 
boys M'hose hacks are covered M'ith fur as 
line and soft as th at of a cat. 
The heads 
and faee3 are very striking. The foreheads 
are very high, broad, and prominent, and 
at first sight give one the impression of an 
unusual capacity for intellectual develop­ 
ment ; the ears arc small and set low ; the 
noses are straight, but short, and broad at 
the nostrils ; the mouths are wide but M-ell 
formed, and the lips rarely shoM- a tendency 
to fullness. The neck is short, the cranium 
rounded, the cheekbones Iom-, aud the 
lower part of the face is small as compared 
with the upper, the peculiarity called a 
‘ jowl ’ being unknown. 
The eyebrows are 
full, aud form a straight line nearly across 
the face. 
Tne eyes are large, tolerably 
deeply set, aud very beautiful, the color a 
rich liquid brown, the expression singularly 
soft, and the eyelashes long, silky, and 
abundant. 
The skin has the Indian olive 
tint, but in most cases is thin, and light 
enough to show the changes of color in the 
cheek. 
The teeth are small, regular, and 
very white ; the incisors and ‘ eye-teeth ’ 
are not disproportionately large, as is usu­ 
ally the case among the Japanese ; there is 
no tendency towards prognathism, and the 
fold of integument which conceals the 
upper eyelids of the Japanese is never to 
he met with. The features, expression and 
aspect are European rather than Asiatic. 
The ‘ ferocious savagery ’ of the appearance 
of the men is produced by a prolusion of 
thick, 
soft 
black 
hair, divided in the 
middle, and falling in heavy masses nearly 
to the shoulders. 
Out of doors it is kept 
from falling over the face by a fillet round 
the brow. 
The beards are equally profuse, 
quite magnificent aud generally wavy, 
and in the case of the old men they give 
a truly patriarchal aud venerable aspect, 
in spite of the yellow tinge produced by 
smoke and w ant of cleanliness. 
The sav­ 
age look produced by the masses of hair 
and beard, and the thick eyebrows, is miti­ 
gated by the softnes in the dreamy brown 
eyes, and is altogether obliterated by the 
exceeding sweetness of the smile, M-hich 
belongs in greater or less degree to all the 
rougher sex. 
I have measured the hight of 
thirty of the adult men of this village, and 
it raimes from five feet four inches to five 
feet six and a half inches. 
The circumfer­ 
ence of the heads averages 22.1 inches, and 
the arc, from ear to ear, 13 inches. 
The 
average weight of the Aino adult mascu­ 
line brain, ascertained by measurement of 
Aino skulls, is 45.90 ounces avoirdupois, a 
brain weight said to excel that of all the 
races, Hindoo and Mussulman, on the In­ 
dian plains, and that of the aboriginal 
races of India and Gey Ion, and is only par­ 
alleled by that of the races of the Hima­ 
layas. the Siamese and the Chinese Bur­ 
mese. ”

SPOILING FAMOUS DIAMONDS, 


The “ Star of the South ” was found in 
Brazil, in the mines of Bogagen, by a poor 
negress, in July’, 
1S53. 
It originally 
weighed 254 carats, but was reduced, by 
being cut as a “ brilliant,” to 124 carats, or 
le-3 than half iis size. 
Considering the 
enormous price set upon diamonds ot the 
largest size, it is strange to find th at Eev- 
eral of them should have been deliberately- 
cut down to much smaller dimensions 
simply to give them an artificial shape, lit­ 
tle increasing their original beauty, but 
immensely decrea-ing their value. 
It is 
estimated th at the Russian “ Orloff” lost 
four-fifths of its value by being cut down 
to one-half its original size. 
The most 
striking 
instance 
of 
such injudicious 
cutting is to be found iu our own “ Koh-i- 
noor.” 
As before mentioned, this stone, 
once going by the name of the “ Great 
J lo ji! ,'’ was originally of the weight of 
767 carats, but “ polished dow n” by* an 
unhappy and uuskilliul Venitian lapidary 
to 2S0 carats, and as such came into the 
p.«.session of the crown of England. 
It 
was then a “ rose,” but Prince Albert, not 
likmg the appearance of 
the crystal 
flower, conceived 
the 
idea of having 
it recut. 
After consulting Sir David 
Brewster and other scientific men, it was 
determined by the Prince Consort, with 
the consent, of course, of the Government, 
to polish the “ Mountain of Light.”

I this purpose one of the largest of Dutch 
i diamond merchants, Mynheer Coster of 
: Amsterdam, was engaged, and he sent over 
! to London his most experienced artisan, 
! one H err Voorsauger, with assistants, to 
j “ im prove” the “ Koh-i-noor.” 
The im­ 
; provement was carried on with the help of 
a four horse-power steam engine, which 
! began working on the Oth of July, 1S62, 
I the Duke of Wellington placing with his 
i own hands the “ Mountain of L ig h t” on 
the cutting machine. For thirty-eight days 
the unlucky diamond was swung round on 
it until it had been reduced from 280 to 
¡ 102 karats, at a cost to the Government, or 
rather the nation, of £S,000. 
It was, as 
truly remarked by Mr. C. W . King, one of 
i the best writers on and judges of gems in 
i this country, “ a most ill-advised proceed­ 
ing, which deprived the stone of all its his- 
torica' and mineralógica! value,” reducing 
the once famous stone, “ unrivaled in Eu­ 
rope,” to a “ bad shaped, shallow brilliant, 
of but inferior w ater.” Sic transit gloria 
muu.li, even for such “ everlasting” things 
as diamonds.
